WASHINGTON — The Ad- 
ministration this week asked 
Congress to strengthen the 
job reemployment rights of 
thousands of Army reservists 
and National Guardsmen who 
may be mobilized in the com- 
ing weeks because of the Ber- 
lin crisis. 

The Labor Department legisla- 
tive proposal, submitted to the 
armed services committees of both 
houses of Congress, noted that 
some 28,000 Air Force Guardsmen 
and Air reservists have already 
been alerted for call to active duty. 

The agency letter stressed that 
some Army reservists and Army 
Guardsmen may be mobilized in 
the coming weeks to beef-up “our 
ground forces.”

Exchange officials told Army | 
Times, however, that Defense will | 
continue to push the “Buy Ameri- | 
can” philosophy and indicated that 
the “good old days” that existed 
before the ban on sale of foreign 
goods was imposed are. gone for- 
ever. Prices will be higher than 
they were before the ban. 


The green light to stock for- 
eign-made resale items in ex- 
changes and Class VI stores was 
given in a Defense directive signed 
by Roswell Gilpatric, Deputy Sec- 
retary of Defense. The services 
are now sending it to the Penta- 
gon for a spelling out of the di-| 
rective’s meaning. 

Spokesmen told the Times that 
exchanges and Class VI- stores 
probably will not start to restock 
foreign goods immediately. For- 
eign liquors, beers, wines, etc. may 
be available in the near future, 
but exchanges probably will not 
start to sell foreign goods until 
October, according to an authorita- 
tive source. 

Indications- are that exchanges 
will not stock as many foreign- 
made goods as they did before the 
Buy American ban went into ef- 
fect. At first, exchanges will stock 
“souvenir” type items — items 
which are produced by foreign 
countries primarily for sales to 
tourists. These would be such as 
Swiss cuckoo clocks, German beer 
steins and the like. 

The reason for Defense’s drastic 
revision of its Buy American pol- 
icy is one that was self-evident 
when the program went into effect 
last year. Virtually everyone said 
servicemen would simply go into 
town to buy foreign products if 
they could not obtain them in ex-

WASHINGTON — A step- 
by-step program that will 
bring the Army to its full 
authorized strength of 14,- 
008,000 received the Defense 
Department’s okay and was 
officially announced by the 
Army late this week. 

To achieve this 133,000 increase, 
whose approval came as a sur- 
prise, the Army will: 

® Freeze thousands of officers 
and enlisted men on active duty 
for four months to a year: 

® Call to active duty more than 
100 Reserve component units; 

@ Step up acceptance of volun- 


| teers, officer and enlisted, and 


® Maintain increased draft calls. 

It is possible that some of the 
spaces approved to be filled over 
the next 10 months will be with- 
drawn. But as of this writing, all 
133,000 spaces were released to 
the Army to be filled. 

Step one will see the Army ex- 
tending the tours of all enlisted 
men scheduled. for release from 
active duty after 1 October and 
for the rest of the fiscal year 
(through 30 June next year) by 
four months. 

Officers will be encouraged to 
volunteer for active duty and for 
extension on active duty beyond 
ETS. Two groups of officers will 
be involuntarily extended, but on 
a “selective” basis. 

Extensions for 12 months will 
go to officers on active duty for 
two years’ service and to officers 
on six months’ active duty for

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Congress Grants Authority, 
Money for Military Buildup

WASHINGTON—Congress gave final approval last week to the $46.7 billion Defense 
Appropriation bill that contained all of the money and men asked by the President and $265 
million he didn’t want and may not use. 


In the face of the Berlin crisis 
and the planned buildup of forces, 
the measure was free of many of 
the personne] restrictions generally 
tacked on to the annual money 
bill. 

The measure: 

Removes all restrictions on mili- 
tary travel funds. The pre-Berlin 
version of the bill had carried a 
$701-million limit. And $7.5 mil- 








lion of Defense travel funds must 
be spent with commercial passen- 
ger ships. 


Removes all limits on the num- 
ber of rated pilots. Last year a 
limit of 99,000 was set. Early this 
year the House voted to reduce 
it to 93,446. But the final bill 
removes all limits.

THE DEFENSE directive calls 
for foreign goods on sale in ex- 
changes and Class VI stores to be 
sold at prevailing local prices. Al- 
coholie beverages may be some- 
what lower in price than charged 
locally but prices will definitely 
be higher than before the ban. It 
is likely that: 

® No alcoholic beverages will 
be sold by any U.S. overseas resale 
activity for less than the delivered 
cost plus 15%. 

® The selling price for foreign 
produced or manufactured whis- 
kies will be at jeast $5 per U'S. 
gallon higher than the highest 
selling price charged for U.S. 100 
proof bottled in bond bourbon 
whiskies. 

@ The selling price of foreign 
gins will be at least $5 per US. 
gallon higher than charged for U.S. 
produced gins. 

Another limitation imposed by 
the Defense directive prohibits 
commands from selling foreign- 
made goods which are shipped in 
from another command. This 
means that Japanese goods may 
not be obtained by European com- 
mands from the Far East for sale 
in exchanges. 

Shipments among countries with- 
in an overseas command area are 
to be kept to a minimum, accord- 
ing to the directive. This rules out 
an abundance of Moroccan camel 
saddles for sale in exchanges in 
Germany.

The reason why exchanges are 
expected to restock foreign goods 
gradually is that exchanges have 
already done most of their buying 
for this year. To bring back an 
extensive array of foreign goods 
for sale immediately would effect 
present inventories of U.S. prod- 
ucts.

EXCHANGE officials said that 
when the Buy American ban went 
into effect, exchanges did not try 
to replace foreign-made tourist gift 
items with the same items made 
in the U.S. Instead, exchanges 
stocked typically American gift 
items. 

A side effect of the lifting of 
the Buy American ban on foreign 
goods is that foreign merchants 
who answered the ban by opening 
up shop outside of post gates will 
probably suffer.

The bill increases to $2.50 the 
cost of commuted rations for offi- 
cers and civilians in the general 
mess of an installation while in 
a travel status: The charge had 
been $2.25 since 1954.

Congress Moves Key Military 
Bills As Adjournment Nears

Pe A TEXAN in a dry land who senses the coming of the rain, the seasoned Capitol 
Hill man learns to smell the coming of a profound change. 


Congressmen who _ invariably 
answer, “I hope we'll be able to 
get to that bill,” when asked about 
a measure, will suddenly snap, 
“Well, you kmow the Congress 
can’t be expected to solve all the 
problems of the world in one short 
session!” 

Committees start pouring out 
bills and reperts. Everybody stems 
busy. You walk into a Congress-

Congressmen moved in April with 
the speed they exhibit in the final 
weeks of the session, an appre- 
ciable number of them would run 
into and get trampled to death 
by hordes of Spring tourists.) 

People talk of Fall back in their 
district and trips to Europe (cour- 
tesy of the taxpayers). Someone 
starts a pool in the press gallery— 
if you ean pick the day, hour 
and minute the session ends you 
might be 100 bucks richer. The 
days get shorter and the Senate 
sessions longer. 

And finally, Defense submits 
the draft or report on key bills 
that they should have sent up 
early in the year. 

The symptoms are unmistakable: 
adjournment fever. Congress wants 
to go home. 

As with any good drama, action 
speeds up as the end nears. The 
big Defense appropriation bill was 
sent to the President. The trailer 
bill and accrual flight pay bills 
passed the House. (There is still 
plenty of time for Senate com- 
mittee action, though the odds 
appear te be against accrual flight 
pay.) And in the Senate Labor 
committee last week the whistle 
blew on the big political football 
game over financial aid for schools. 

* 


THE COMMITTEE VOTED 11-1 
to extend fer one year the im- 
pacted areas program, whieh pro- 
vides some $300 mitien dollars 
for schools in districts crowded 
by federal families, military and 
civilian. This signaled the end of 
the Administration’s effort to use 
the expiring impacted areas pro- 
gram as a lever to force approval 
of its general aid-to-education bill. 
The war of nerves was di 
in detail here last week. As ex- 
pected, when the Administration 
leaders saw they could not move 
the scheol aid opponents they 
went for the impacted program 
rather than nothing at all. Since 
the aid benefits most Congres- 
sional districts in the country, its 
passage as a separate bill seems 
assured. 

The committee voted down, 10-2, 
a three-year extension of the pro- 
gram and merely continued it at 
present levels for another year. 
This is so it can be used again 
next year—an election year—as a 
lever to help pry the general aid 
bill out.

The Defense witnesses 
went before the Senate. committee 
and opposed all the House changes. 

The Senate group, tiring of the 
whole thing by this time, reported 
eut a simple- bill that merely 
raised the readjustment er sever- 
anee pay for released reserves to 
the same as that paid regulars— 
two months’ pay for every year 
of service. (Reserves get one-half 
of a month’s pay for every year.) 
But the House refused to accept 
this stripped down bill and the 
measure died. 

In February of this session Rep. 
L. Mendel Rivers reintroduced the 
big bill the House passed last year 
—known now as the Reserve Offi- 
cer Career Incentive Act. Defense 
was asked for a report. The De 
partment said it was going to 
review the whele problem. 

Last week Defense submitted its 
report which was a draft for a 
substitute bill. What does the bill 
provide? Raising the readjustment 
pay of reserve officers to two 
months pay for every year of serv- 
ice—the same as regulars get. 

Do you have the sensation that 
you've been listening to a broken 
record? 

In the accompanying letter De- 
fense said the increase would 
“materially increase the incentive 
for these (reserve) officers to con- 
tinue on active duty.” The letter 
also said the difference in read- 

rates the re- 
servists from continuing on active 
duty. 

The bill would provide full re- 
covery of readjustment pay if one 
later qualified for 20-year active 
duty retirement and deductions of 
25 percent from each check until 
fully recovered for anyone who 
later qualifies for reserve (Title 
III) retirement. The bill would 
cost $8,347,730 in fiscal 1962 and 
run at about that annual level 
through 1966. The readjustment 
Pay would also go to enlisted men 
forced out.

THE SENATE has passed two 
major veterans bills that will un- 
doubtedly die in the House. One 
is the Veterans’ Readjustment As- 
sistance Act—the so-called peace- 
time GI Bill. The other is an in- 
crease in the service-connected dis- 
ability rates to which the Senate 
added ar amendment reopening 
Natienal Service Life Insurance to 
Werld War I veterans. 


The NSLI reopening, leng 
pushed by Sen. Russell Leong, of 
Louisiana, has now passed the 
Senate for the sixth time. The 
first five times it was killed by 
the House. The House will prob- 
}ably make it an even six. 

Only this time disabled vets are 
likely to lose money in the bar- 
gain. The House passed a simple 
bill increasing service-connected 
disability compensation to reflect 
the cost of living increase since 
1957. The bill carried special in- 
ereases for those severely dis- 
abled. 

Also combined in the bill is a 
new type of permanent plan NSLI 
to be offered to those War II 
vets holding term policies.

WASHINGTON—A new 


(DIA) will to a large extent replace the separate intelligence 
activities of the services—ACSI for the Army, ONI for the 
Navy and AF ACSI for the Air Force. 


The new agency was established 
last week in a Defense Depart- 
ment directive (5105.21, dated 1 
August). 

A defense spokesman said that 
all intelligence activities of a stra- 
tegic nature except technical intel- 
ligence and counter-intelligence 
are assigned to DIA. DIA may re- 
turn some activities to the services. 


He also said that DIA will be 
set up gradually. The directive 
said that its assumption of various 
activities, operations and functions 
will be phased so that there will 
be no disruption of intelligence 
activities in the Defense Depart- 
ment. 

‘Fifty-one-year-old Air Force Lt. 
Gen. Joseph F. Carroll, former 
FBI agent and the Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Air Force will head 
the DIA. 

The head of DIA may also be- 
come the J-2 of the joint staff. 
This too is under study. 

As for Army intelligence officer 
specialists, the Army said that 
there was no plan to change the 
career pattern administered by the 
Officer Assignment Directorate. 
Spaces in ACSI will be transferred 
to DIA. Army intelligence spe- 
cialists will be assigned to fill those 
spaces. 

They will also be assigned to J-2 
and G-2 positions in the field in 
unified and Army commands. 

The Army said that the number 
of intelligence officer specialists 
was classified and that it could not 
say how many DIA positions would 
be filled by the Army. It said that 
it expected that DIA positions 
would be apportioned among the 
services. 

Defense said that there are cur- 
rently about 2200 officers in intel- 
ligence work at headquarters. 
When DIA is operational, this 
number will be reduced to 1500. 
It seems, therefore, that the Army 
will be called on to fill some 500 
to 600 spaces in DIA. 

Operation of DIA calls for some

Vet Benefits Urged for All 
Entering Service Since 1955 


WASHINGTON — Wartime readjustment benefits were urged this week before the 
Senate for reservists and servicemen who may be called up or kept on active duty beyond 


their normal separation date 


The Senate Labor and Public 
Welfare committee, in a report to 
the full Senate, noted the “serious 
threat to world peace imposed by 
the Soviet Union” and urged that 
readjustments be provided those 
who may be compelled to forego 
plans for careers and education. 

The legislation, S-349, would pro- 
vide education and training, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, and home and 
farm loans to all veterans who 
have entered active military serv- 
ice since 31 Jan. 1955 — cutoff 
date for Korea GI Bill entitlement. 

The committee noted that be- 
cause of the Berlin crisis, draft 
calls totaled 13,000 for August and 
will be increased in September to 
25,000. In addition, the Defense 
Department has alerted Air Na- 
tional Guard and Air Reserve units 
and plans to call up some selected 
Army Reserve units and extend 
tours of some personne] now on 
active duty. 

The report noted that while 
“this action is vitally needed to 
insure the military readiness of 
the United States in countering 
any possible Soviet moves endan- 
gering our freedom, it forecasts ad- 
ditional hardships and extreme 
burdens on our cold war veterans. 


“Any reservists called to active 
duty will have their careers and 
studies interrupted for the sec- 
ond time in the space of a few 
years. 

“The servicemen kept on active 
duty beyond the time when they 
would normally be separated will 
be compelled to forego plans for 
careers and of resuming education 


because of the Berlin crisis.

A COLD WAR GI Bill measure 
(S-1138) passed the Senate by a 
57-31 vote in the 86th Congress 
in a slightly different form than 
the bill before the Senate this 
year. The vocational rehab and 
home and farm loan provisions 
were the same but the education 
and training formula was differ- 
ent. Under  §-1138, scholastic 
achievement was the key to wheth- 
er a veteran received a loan or 
grant for his schooling. The cur- 
rent bill puts the education and 
training subsistence on an all-grant 
basis, similar to the Korea GI 
Bill. 


The Senate-passed cold war GI 
Bill died in the House Veterans 
Affairs committee, partly because 
of Republican opposition but main- 
ly because the measure had no 
major public support other than 
from servicemen themselves. 

The Republicans are bitterly op- 
posed to the measure again this 
year, maintaining that the cost of 
welfare legislation is high enough 
and that because of increased De- 
fense costs “we should eliminate 
all spending in this area.” 

The minority report which was 
submitted to the Senate was signed 
by Sens. Barry Goldwater, Ariz.; 
Winston Prouty, Vt.; and John G. 
Tower, Tex. 

Under the cold war GI Bill pack- 
age approved by the Senate com- 
mittee, a serviceman can stay on 
active duty for 20 or 30 years and 
take advantage of his benefits 





Ground Broken at Aberdeen 
For First Health Facility 


WASHINGTON — Ground-break- 
ing ceremonies for the first of the 
Army’s new health facilities, to be 
located at various posts in the 
United States, were held recently 
at Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md. 

The $3-million structure, sched- 
uled for completion in September 
1963, represents a new concept of 
medical treatment facility in the 
military services. It has been de- 
veloped primarily to provide for 
the increasing outpatient load that 
the conventional-type station hos- 
pitals have been hard-pressed to 
accommodate. The increase in out- 

atients in recent years has ‘been 

rgely due to the Army Medical 
Service’s policy of discouraging 
unnecessary hospitalization of pa- 
tients who, because of new drugs 
and new methods of therapy, can 
be treated on an outpatient or 
“quarters” status. 

The new facility at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground will be a three- 
story brick building with a total 
floor space of 84,000 square feet 
and a 75-bed capacity. The first 
floor will house 12 clinics and 
diversional therapy facilities, in- 
cluding Red Cross, auditorium, 
and post exchange. 

The second and third floors will 
be occupied. by nursing units, 
operating rooms, and a delivery 
room. The nursing units will con- 
sist of 31 surgical beds, 16 general 
medical, 16 maternity, and 12 
pediatric. 

The building will have elevator 
service, air conditioning, and cen- 
tral television, oxygen, public ad- 
dress, and dictation systems. It 
will house all the major medical 
activities required at the installa- 
tion, a feature of all such facilities 
planned. 

At the ground-breaking 
mony, Brig. Gg. John H. Weber, 


commanding general of the Prov- 
ing Ground, wielded the first 
shovelful of earth. Maj. Gen. T. J. 
Hartford, Army Deputy Surgeon 
General, was the speaker. Also 
present were Messrs William 
Kopans and Irving Wexler, presi- 
dent and vice-president, respec- 
tively, of the Wexler Construction 
Co., Newton, Mass., which has the 
contract for the hospital. 





when he retires, Once retired, how- 
ever, he must commence training 
within the same time period re- 
quired of other veterans. 

Reserve components six-month 
trainees are not eligible for bene- 
fits. Neither are officers of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey or Pub- 
lice Health Service. The report 
stipulates that a man must spend 
at least six months on active duty 
with the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
Marines, or Coast Guard. If he’s 
on active duty for only six months 
training he’s not eligible.

IN A NUTSHELL, here are the 
rules and requirements for S-349 
benefits if they ever became avail- 
able. 


EDUCATION AND TRAINING 

@ A veteran must have served 
on active duty between 31 Jan. 
1955 and 1 July 1963 for a period 
of more than 180 days, and must 
have ‘been discharged under con- 
ditions other tham dishonorable. 
Six-month trainees are not eligible. 
A veteran would be entitled to one 
and one half days of school aid as- 
sistance for each day of active 
duty at the following subsistence 
rate: $110 monthly for single vet- 
erans, $135 for those with a de- 
pendent and $160 for ex-service 
men with two or more dependents. 


VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION 


@ A veteran must have need of 
training to overcome the handicap 
of a physical or mental disability 
caused while on active duty. The 
benefit would be automatic to vet- 
erans with disabilities rated at 30 
percent or more. For lower rated 
disabilities, the veteran would have 
to clearly show that the ailment 
has caused a “pronounced employ- 
ment handicap.” The length of 
training would depend upon the 
needs of the veteran but in gen- 
eral benefits would last no more 
than four years. Generally, vet- 
erans would not receive training 
more than nine years after dis- 
charge or release from service. 


HOME AND FARM LOANS 

® Veterans who served between 
31 Jan. 1955 and 1 July 1963 would 
be eligible. So would widows of 
veterans who die from service-con- 
nected causes during that period.

Oversea PX Customers May 
Use ‘Buy America’ Catalog 


NEW YORK — The latest mod- 
ifications of the Buy-America pres- 
idential order should have little 
effect on the Exchange Service’s 
“Mail-in-the-States Gift Catalog” 
program, according to Army and 
Air Force Exchange Service Chief 
Maj. Gen. Ray J. Laux. 

The gift catalog program, an- 
nounced last month, is now in full 
swing, with most overseas ex- 
changes receiving copies of the 
catalog for distribution to their 
customers. 


“We developed this program to 
provide a ready substitute for the 
gift catalog programs formerly of- 
fered by the Big Three overseas 
systems (EES, AFEX and FEEX). 
These overseas gift catalog pro- 
grams were eliminated because of 
the ban on foreign goods,” Gen. 
Laux explained. 

The “Mail-in-the-States” program 
cipient in the United States di- 
allows overseas exchange custom- 
ers to order gifts from the catalog 
which would be mailed to the re- 
rectly from U.S. manufacturer 
warehouses.

Equipment Test 
Trek to Begin 


In Canal Zone 


FORT AMADOR, C. Z.—A five- 
man advance party arrived on the 
Isthmus recently for Operation 
Swamp Fox, a major test of vari- 
ous types of equipment in tropical 
terrain to be conducted from 
August through November in the 
Republic of Panama.

PHILADELPHIA—An infant may be given a simple name or a series of names that 
in writing is almost as long as the child himself. Whichever type of label he receives, it 
becomes synonymous with him as a person and identifies him throughout life. At birth it is 
nursery, and at death it is engraved on his tombstone.

In much the same manner, a 
name is used as a life-long iden- 
tification for many of the 250,000 
items of electronic-communica- 
tions equipment managed by the 
Army Signal Supply Agency 
(USASSA), Philadelphia, for use 
by the United tates armed forces 
and allies throughout the world. 

These items usually have been 
preceded by similar items and, 
therefore, like children, they have 
parents. At a future date, they 
will be followed by their own chil- 
dren—similar items of advanced 
models. As in a family, there may 
be closely related contemporary 
items, brothers and sisters. 

Names of Signal Corps items (in 
government ‘erminology, nomen- 
clature) are assigned by the Sig- 
nal Corps Technical Committee 
(SCTC), located at Fort Monmouth, 
N. J. They are chosen in much the 
game way as many of our surnames 
were—according to function. In 
former days a wagon maker was 
known as Wainwright, a worker 
in metal as Smith, a bowman as 
Archer. The names of supplies sig-

IN MANY PHASES of a person’s 
life he is given added identifica- 
tion, such as a serial number in 
the Army or a matriculation num- 
ber in college. Again, Army Sig- 
nal Corps equipments receive an 
additional number — an 11 digit 
Federal Stock Number. For the 
AN/PRC-10 it is 5820-705-9067. The 
first part of the number (four dig- 
its) represents the Federal Supply 
Classification Code which assembles 
and identifies homogeneous groups, 
and the last part (seven digits) 
identifies the particular item. 

This number is entered into the 
Federal Cataloging System when 
an item is ready te be stored and 
issued. Before assigning the num- 
ber, the Office of Cataloging, Wash- 
ington, D. C., screens its massive 
files of existing items to see if it 





had been previously procured and 
stock numbered. 
In addition to being used to 


|single out an item for procure- 


ment, the. Federal Stock Number 
;and nomenclature also identifies it 
|in storage and issue. If it needs 
repairs throughout its life, it is the 
nomenclature and number which 
appear on its “hospital chart” at 
the depot where it undergoes serv- 
icing. When the item has fulfilled 
its usefulness, it is registered by 
this name and number at a dis- 
posal center. This combination 
label is then entered on the books 
of discontinued equipment.

LET US CONSIDER the life 
cycle of the Walkie Talkie. It was 
born in 1950 and is now being used 
throughout the world. It weighs 18 
pounds and three ounces, has a 38 
to 54.9 megacycle range and 170 
channels. Its parent was the SCR- 
300—Signal Corps 
which lived a useful life from 1942 
until its replacement in 1950. The 
SCR-300 weighed 35 pounds 12 
ounces, had a 40 to 48 megacycle 
range and only 40 channels, and 
was identified by the Federal Stock 
Number 5820-186-9200. 

A brother to the current Walkie 
Talkie is the Handy Talkie, which 
is carried in the hand instead of 
on the back. The Handy Talkie 
AN/PRC-6, now in use, has the 
Federal Stock Number 5820-194

Let us see a nomenclature and 
stock number in action. Suppose 
that an airborne division in Korea 
must replenish its supply of Walkie 
Talkies. The organization presents 
a requisition to the local Army Sig- 
nal Depot, asking for a quantity of 
AN/PRC-10 (5820-705-9067) and 
citing the basis and justification 
for the items. 

If they are available at the local 
Army Signal Depot and the request 
is justified, they wiil be supplied 
at the time. If they are not avail- 
able, however, the item require- 
ment, identified by nomenclature 
and Federal Stock Number, is 
requisitioned from Continental 
United States. The requisition, in 
this case, would go to the port of 
embarkation at San Francisco. The 
Army Signal Corps representative 
at that port, charged with policing 
all requisition requirements placed 
on Continental United States, ap- 
proves the requisition, and it is 
forwarded to the Depot which han- 
dies this port (Sacramento). If 
Sacramento does not have the item 
in stock, the requisition is referred 
te the National Inventory Control 
Point (USASSA). 

USASSA has total availability 
of all stocks throughout depots 
in the United tates. It also has

‘Front’ Not Enough 


In 1958 the Ford Motor Company, Robert 
McNamara president, brought out the then 
“new” Mercury. This was one of the better- 
looking cars, in the opinion of a 'ot of people, 
to be made in that “auto year” (fall 1957 to 
fall 1958). 

But the 1958 Mercury was plagued with 
troubles and to keep customers happy Ford 
had to assume the cost of many repairs. One 
man we know had his car in the shop for 
eight weeks of the first three months. An- 
other took delivery on his car with an im- 
properly installed windshield. During the 
first heavy rain, so much water blew in that 
he had to get off the road. 


Mercury dealers have frankly said that 
the 1958 model was a real headache. The 
models in the two succeeding years were 
essentially the same, though improved. But 
look at this picture: 


e The fine-looking body, the ride and 
the power needed support. 

e Internal parts, necessary to support 
the promise of the car and the company, 
had to be repaired and replaced. 

e Service organizations, given an SOP, 
were able only in the model’s third year to 
keep customers reasonably well satisfied. 

All of this is by way of analogy. Has Mr. 
McNamara learned the lesson of the 1958 
Mercury produced by the company he 
headed ? 

The Department of Defense, Mr. Mc- 
Namara Secretary, has received an order 
from the U.S. President for a new model 
Army. Under his direction, the Army has 
been told to produce 14 combat-ready di- 
visions. They will be like a new mocel car— 
handsome, strong and full of promise. 

But does Mr. McNamara realize that di- 
visions alone cannot fight successfully for 
any length of time? 

The Army talks of “division forces” of 
40,000 men, compared to the “visible” di- 
vision TOE strength of 13,700 to 15,500 men. 
If the 15,000-man division is considered the 
part of the “car” that the customer sees and 
wants to buy, the 25,000 others in the di- 
vision force are the internal parts — the 
motor, the transmission, the electrical sys- 
tem and springs. Unless they are first-class, 
the flashy “car” won’t get very far. 

There is evidence that Mr. McNamara 
realizes this. A 14-division Army requires 
560,000 men in 14 division forces. For com- 
mand and control, for corps and field army 
support, another 40,000 are needed, And it 
seems likely that McNamara has bought this 
—600,000 men for the “combat army.” 

What seems doubtful is that—to return 
to the car analogy—much attention has been 
= to the fact that in driving a car there 
s a need for gas stations and garages, motels 
and restaurants, roads and bridges, if the 
car’s driver is to get full use of it. 

In addition to the combat support ele- 
ments — the 25,000 men backstopping the 
15,000 in the TOE division—there must be 
logistical and administrative support ele- 
ments. These must be available as soon as 
and even before the divisions, just as the 
motoring facilities mentioned above must be 
available before people can be expected to 
buy cars, no matter how good. 

The 133,000-man increase asked by the 
President would provide the combat army 
and would also build up the logistical sup- 
port forces by putting erican soldiers in- 
to all such forces in place of the nationals 
of the countries where units are assigned. 

To the Army it is important to convert 
these “Type B” logistical and administrative 
TOE and TD units to “Type A.” Most of the 
foreign civilians in these units are efficient

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Making Good Ideas Work

Some conscientious staff members have 
tried to recommend changes in local and 
Army policies via the Army suggestion 
program without success. Althougt the 
Chief of Staff is obviously interested in 
the suggestion program, he does not have 
the support of the operating officials. 
Rather than receive the program with an 
open mind, they go around openly crit- 
icizing the individuals who actively par- 
ticipate. 

I have not always agreed with the sug- 
gestions of my subordinates but I have 
strongly encouraged them to voice their 
opinions, orally or in writing. Unfortu- 
nately, I do not find the same support 
from the personnel handling the sugges- 
tion program or the commander. 


Obviously, some of the staff at the 
continental Army level are finding an easy 
way to refuse to comment on suggestions 
pertaining to DA policy. They are return- 
ing the suggestions without action, invit- 
ing attention to Paragraph 8, AR 310-1. 

What is the suggestion program? Is it, 
in effect, another way of recommending 
a change in policy, supposedly by-passing 
all of the “red tape” and getting to the 
top? There is considerable overlapping 
but suggestions submitted under either 
program should be accepted and processed 
with an open mind. | 3 

I WOULD LIKE to recommend the fol- 
lowing revision of Paragraph 8, AR 310-1: 

“8. (Superceded) Initiation. a. Official 
publications may be initiated by the head 
of any agency or command. Since it is 
recognized that the knowledge and experi- 
ence of the members of subordinate com- 
mands may be of immense value in for- 
mulating publications or changes thereto, 
it is highly desirable that effective utiliza- 
tion be made of their abilities. 


“b. Any person discovering the need for 
initiation, revision, or correction of any 
publication or conflict in any publications 
will forward direct to the headquarters 


concerned, Attn: Publications Coordinator, 
a suggestion of the general scope of the 
publication on DA Form 0000, Appendix 
I. It is desirable that the complete identity 
of the suggestor be furnished in case ad- 
ditional data is necessary, Informal direct 
communication between the agency or 
command and the suggestor is authorized. 
Suggestors will not be admonished or rep- 
rimanded in any way for participation in 
this program. It is essential that every 
recommendatiof¥ be impartially evaluated 
and not disapproved solely on the basis 
that the action agency or command is not 
entirely familiar.with the subject or finds 
the recommendations will result in ex- 
tensive research or require a considerable 
amount of time to formulate the publica- 
tion. 

“ce. Whenever it is recognized that a 
particular suggestor can be of significant 
value in formulating a publication or as- 
sisting in the revision of one already in 
existence, he may, with his consent, be 
placed on temporary duty with the agency 
or command concerned not to exceed 120 
days in order to assist in the preparation 
of the publication or proposed revision. 
Also, such individuals may be assigned 
special projects at their duty stations. 

“d. Each agency or’command respon- 
sible for the preparation of a publication 
will keep it current, and will maintain a 
file of material to be included in the re- 
vision. Recommendations submitted in ac- 
cordance with paragraph 8b, above, will 
be made available to those individuals 
who are concerned with the staffing of 
the publication. After publication of basic 
regulation or change, as appropriate, all 
recommendations pertaining thereto will 
be destroyed.”

Reserve Call-up 
Policies Wrong? 


FORT BLISS, Tex.: I am a Re- 
serve officer on active duty, hold- 
ing one rank higher in the Re- 
serve. Our President has said he 
planned to call Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard units to active duty. 
I would like to point out three 
things: 

@ There is a wealth of experi- 
ence in the active Army among 
Reserve officers serving in a grade 
lower than their Reserve rank. 

@® Is the same thing going to 
happen now that happened in 1950? 
Reserve officers called to active 
duty were called in their Reserve 
rank. Further, they were given 
date of rank in this grade they 
held in the Reserve and, in many 
cases, promoted to the next higher 
grade within a year. Reserve of- 
ficers serving on active duty with 
higher rank in the Reserve were 
held at their active duty rank. 

@ The Reserve officer now in a 
promotable status, as published in 
DA circulars, should not be de- 
nied the »rivilege of serving on 
active duty in this grade. 

If Reserve officers are called to 
active duty, the Reserve officer on 
active duty should be advanced 
to his Reserve rank and, if in a 
promotable status, serve in that 
grade when eligible.

NEW YORK: Is a Reserve call- 
up necessary at this time? The 
answer is no. Additional divisions 
could be formed by establishing a 
sound appraisal of personnel use. 
Militar; missions, detachments of 
patients and other activities, especi- 
ally in the TD units, are using 
péople improperly. 

Although our government is mak- 
ing good progress, the misuse of 
military mission manpower is not- 
iceable overseas. High-ranking of- 
ficers are doing duties that call 
for ‘ower ranks, capable NCOs are 
doing clerk-typist, housekeeping 
and unrelated military jobs. About 
25 percent of the officers and 10 
percent of the enlisted men are 
assigned to the field as instructors 
while the rest are kept doing staff 
and office work. 

Personnel are assigned to the 
detachment of patients awaiting 
final action in their cases. Here 
they wait for months. 

If the Army’s manpower survey 
division would take a good look, 
many individuals could be re 
deemed to activate new units.

It Would Test Modern Field Skills 


By BOB HOROWITZ 


At various times in the past there have been all-Army 
football teams, all-Army boxing teams, all-Army pistol and 
rifle and tennis and golf teams. But to my knowledge there 
never has been an all-Army Soldier Team, a team consist- 
ing of the best soldiers in the Army. 

These top soldiers shoud be chosen by their ability to move 
in the field, find targets, shoot straight and lead men. Neat hair- 
cuts, recitation of general orders, and sharpness 
of trouser creases should have very little to do 
with it. 

What the Army needs is the Army Times 
Soldier Award. This award would go to the best 
four or five-man fire team in the whole United 
States Army, to be chosen the way the all-Army 
entertainment contest winners now are chosen— 
that is, by having post eliminations, followed by 
command eliminations, with a final tournament 
to pick the best in the Army. 

If I were running the show (which, thank 
goodness, I’m not), I would run two contests. One 
would be for the best individual soldier in the 
Army, the other for the best small team. Here is 
the way I would do it:

EACH POST at which there are tactical units would run its 
own elimination contest. All units would enter their best four- 
or five-man teams, which would run a course that would be roughly 
the same at all posts. The course would be one in which the small 
teams would have to find their way around with map and compass. 
They would have to locate pop-up targets and hit them with a 
variety of weapons. 

The course, which should take about 24 hours to cover, would 
be negotiated with a standard full field pack and five different 
weapons. Certain information of military value would be planted 
at each course, and the competing teams would have to notice this 
information and report it when they finish the course. 

In order to reach their objective, the teams would have to 
cross at least one river that would be too deep to wade. At a 
certain point they would have to toss several live grenades into 
a target. At other points, they would be handed a machine gun 
and a land mine specifically designed to be confusing, and they 
would have to take these apart and put them back together in 
working order. At the end of the course, they would have to fire 
a series of crew-served weapons. 

+ * * 


EACH TEAM would come up with a numerical score which 
would enable the post or division commander to pick his best team 
for command-wide competition. The command winners then would 
be sent to Fort Benning—or, to insure that nobody has the advan- 
tage of familiarity, to a training ground run by the Canadian, Mex- 
ican or British army—for the final contest. 

The same sort of tournament could be run for individual non- 
coms, who would negotiate a similar course accompanied only by 
a scorer. 

This might seem like a lot of trouble. But the Army does some- 
thing similar already, when it picks its pentathlon team, and its 
all-Army tennis, track, basketball, wrestling and boxing teams. It 
goes to equal trouble every year to pick the all-Army entertainment 


contest winners. 
. . . 


NONE OF THESE (with the exception of the pentathlon and, 
perhaps, the boxing squads) really has much of a military applica- 
tion, nor does any of these contests appreciably raise morale, im- 
prove soldierly skills or increase pride in the unit. I’m not trying 
to knock the sports tournaments—I think the more sports, the 
better—but I also think the Army should do at least as much to 
pa a soldiering as it does to encourage tennis and high hurdle 
racing. 

The All-Army Soldier Team contest would be a prize worth 
winning, particularly if the trophies (Army Times would be happy 
to supply them) were presented each year by the Chief of Staff 
in the Pentagon. The promotions and extra leave that should go 
with the trophies should be secondary awards 

The whole idea would be to stimulate interest in journeyman 
soldiering, to give field soldiers a worthwhile goal to shoot at, to 
grant recognition to the men who carry the packs and rifles. 

If it can be done for tap dancers, why not for soldiers?

The “modern” pentathlon has been an antique for years. The military skills it tests 
are used in war today about as much as long hand is used in writing stories for news- 


paper typesetters. 

Of the five skills tested in the 
modern pentathlon — running, 
swimming, pis- 
tol shooting, 
sword s- 
manship and 
riding — only 
the first two 
have a univer- 
sal application 
today. 

The “modern 
pentathlon” is 
a contest which 
tests the skills 
potentially re- 
quired of an of- 
ficer courier who has to make 
his way at top speed through 
potentially hostile territory with 
a top secret dispatch. Thus today 
pistol marksmanship could be ac- 
cepted if the position of the of- 
ficer courier were still as im- 
portant as it was 100 years ago. 

With radio, teletypes, facsi- 
mile equipment available and 
with communications satellites 
just around the corner, couriers 
have lost their importance in 
war. 

I’m not against the “modern 
pentathlon.” It’s a fine sporting 
event. But it is no longer related 
to reality. 

To make it realistic, jeep driv- 
ing and possibly judo should be 
substituted for riding and fenc- 
ing. 

But, along the lines of the re- 
marks of my colleague Bob Horo- 
witz in the adjoining columns, 
if we are .going to modernize, 
let’s modernize completely. Let’s 
take a new look at soldiering, 
identify the skills which are sub- 
ject to competition and develop 
an athletic-type event covering 
several competitions and, if nec- 
essary, several days.

FOR EXAMPLE, I'd like to see 
an individual rifle competition 
on a range—perhaps a more dif- 
ficult trainfire type range.

After the several individual 
events had been run off, the con- 
test might wind up with the 24- 
hour cross-country team test. 

One of the things I’m looking 
for is something to interest spec- 
tators, so that the competitors 
can hear cheers and applause and 
so that the audience can identify 
with the competitors.

The Ranger

One of the most legendary 
figures in American military 
history was Maj. Robert Rogers, 
the ranging officer, whose spe- 
cialty, deep-penetrating combat 
and _ intelligence patrols, is 
more widely used in today’s 
brush warfare than ever be- 
fore. 

The military skill he perfect- 
ed in French Canadian terri- 
tory with his highly publicized 
Rangers, although not new to 
the profession, inspired first 
the British, on whose side he 
fought, and then other armies 
to incorporate units of more 
flexible infantry into their 
forces. The first English light 
infantry, under Colonel Gates, 
was an acknowledged imitation 
of Rogers’ organization and 
methods. 

From his arrest in 1755 at 
Portsmouth, N. H., for passing 
counterfeit money to his lonely 
alcoholic death, Rogers’ career 
was stormy, his way lined with 
the outstretched hands of 
creditors; he himself in and 
out of jails in London, Halifax, 
New York City, Philadelphia 
and in his home colony of New 
Hampshire. 

His peacetime soldiering as 
captain commanding the Inde- 
pendent Company of South 
Carolina at Charleston and the 
New York Independents was 
unimpressive, yet his exploits 
during the French and Indian 
War made the man an interna- 
tional hero. 

He was particularly the idol 
of the common soldier, a mob 
of whom, American militia and 
British Regulars, once banded

Except as a man of action, 
he failed miserably. Not only 
did his wife win an uncontested 
divorce from him, but a play he 
wrote and had published with 
borrowed money in London, 
“Ponteach, or the Savages of 
America, a Tragedy,” was, ac- 
cording to the drama critic of 
the Gentleman’s Magazine, a 
tragedy indeed. To even the 
kindest critic, it was “an un- 
successful attempt to entwine 
the poet’s bay with the soldier’s 
laurel.”

CERTAIN IMMUTABLE pre- 
conditions exist. One of these is 
a state of relative “nuclear sta- 
bility” — considered not just 
in military terms, but in terms 
of the willingness of civilian 
authority to take risks which 
may result in nuclear war. The 
rather unsatisfactory term “nu- 
clear stability” means, roughly, 
a situation in which neither side 
could initiate a nuclear attack 
without suffering unacceptable 
damage in return. 

This precondition is at pres- 
ent somewhat weighted in 
favor of the West by the cer- 
tainty, on any informed ap- 
praisal of respective nuclear 


stock piles and long-range 
(i.e. intercontinental) delivery 
capabilities, that full-scale 


nuclear war between the So- 
viet Union and the United 
States would result in terrible 
though not fatal injury to the 
U.S.; but it would also and 
inevitably entail the total de- 
struction of the Soviet Union. 

Nevertheless the casualties to 
be anticipated by the Western 
alliance as a whole, and most 
notably by its European mem- 
bers which are within reach of 
Soviet medium-range missiles, 
would be such as to exercise 
very definite restraint on the 
governments concerned.

IF, THEREFORE, the Soviets 
could continue in the future as 
in the past to count on unques- 
tioned superiority in conven- 
tional (ie. non-nuclear) forces 
in the critical area of central 
Germany, Western diplomacy 
must continue to be overshadow- 
ed by the grim knowledge that 
the Soviets can, if they want to, 
take what they desire by non- 
nuclear force and confront the 
Wes. with the alternative of ac- 
cepting the situation thus creat- 
ed or of themselves initiating 
nuclear war. 

However, there is another 
built-in precondition which So- 
viet planners must keep in 
mind. They cannot readily 
accept the politico-military 
risks inherent in any non- 
nuclear fighting in the heart 
of central Europe which they 
cannot be sure of winning 
hands down and in a hurry. 


‘he spectacle of the pre- 
sumably invincible Red Army 
being held up or even being 
pushed back locally by Allied 
ground forees would be likely 
to have an explosive effect 
within the satellite areas 
througn which the main supply 
lines of Soviet forces in Ger- 
many pass.

IF THE SOVIETS desire to 
effect a change in the status of

New Army System to Help 
U.S. Military Aid Program 








WASHINGTON—The Comptroller General reported last week that the Army has 
been reserving too much of some excess material for foreign aid programs, while failing 
to reserve other surpluses that are needed for military aid. 


But at the same time, the Comp- 
troller reported that the Army has 
changed its system so that this 
type of waste won’t occur as often 
in the future. 

The disclosures came in a report 
on a special review of the Army’s 
plan to reserve excess material 
for the military assistance pro- 
gram (MAP). The selective re- 
view showed that the Army failed 
to reserve about $25 million worth 
of surplus materials that the MAP 
program needed to bolster the 
military forces of friendly coun- 
tries. On the other hand, said the 
Comptroller’s report, more than 
$100 million worth of excess ma- 
terial was put aside although it 
wasn’t required by MAP. The cost 








of storing this $100 million worth 
of excess gear was about $1.2 
million.

S. Firestone Jr., national USO 
chairman, in a letter to the presi- 
dents of the Fund and Community 
Chest organizations of the country, 
Johnson disclosed.

Likes New MG

FORT MEADE, Md.—You all, 
or most of you, have seen and 
scoffed at that old war movie 
where John Wayne picks up a 
machine gun, charges the enemy 
firing from random position, You 
all know it just can’t be done, 
not with one of those heavy type 
chatter boxes three generations of 
American GIs used in World War 
I, World War II and Korea. 


But now IT CAN BE DONE— 
with the Army’s new M-60 light 
weight general purpose machine 
gun. This is the big sister of the 
new M-14 rifle, and just as nifty 
a gal. 

The two weapons, the M-14 and 
M-60, will become the two basic 
flintlocks of the Infantry. Both are 
now in quantity production and 
more and more troops will be 
getting them soon. 

- * - 

A COUPLE of weeks or so ago 
this writer came up here from 
nearby Washington to fire the 
M-14, reported it was one sweet- 
heart of a weapon and used many 
superlatives in praising the rifle. 
Last week, he made a return trip 
to fire the M-60 and it’s just too 
bad that most of the superlatives 
have been used up. Should have 
saved the best for the M-60. 


Demonstrating the M-60 on a 
post range were NCOs of Capt. 
Gordon H. Francis’ NCO Academy. 
The captain-commandant’s acad- 
emy -here was one of the first, if 
not the first, to include complete 
instruction on care and use of 
the two new weapons in an NCO 
academy. 

This is so that NCOs sent out 
from the Academy, about 420 a 
year, will be able to teach troops 
under them maintenance and use 
of the two pieces. This will give 
the Army a hard core group of 
instructors on the two new weap- 
ons before the M-14s and M-60s 
are issued to the troops. 


Capt. Francis was asked how 
his NCO instructors and the troops 
they talked to liked the M-60. 

“They can’t wait to get their 
hands on it,” he replied.

THREE of his men, SFC (E-6) 
George McDonald, SFC (E-6) John 
H. Slone, and Sgt. (E-5) Harry 
M. Meyer, then put the M-60 
through its paces. They cranked 
off at a silhouette target looking 
like a man’s shoulders and torso 
from about 25 yards distance. 
They sieved, almost shredded the 
target, and they had fired from 
prone, hip and shoulder positions. 

Then they put the weapon in 
my hands to fire from prone posi- 
tion. The most surprising thing 
was the lack of recoil, compared 
to the M-14 rifle and the old M-1. 
The weapon can be kept on target 
even by a small man without the 
bucking encountered in the old 
machine guns and the BAR. 

There is a tendency in the M-60, 
a very slight one, to swing a little 
to the right when firing because 
the ammunition belt feeds into it 
from the left. However, men fa- 
miliar with the weapon are able 
to compensate for this.

TO FIRE from the hip, you use 
Kentucky windage. There is no 
necessity to brace it against leg 
or thigh to offset recoil as most

There is no tendency of the 
weapon to rise and no longer will 
it be necessary to fire at the ankle 
and ride the gun up to the stomach. 
The machine gun can be held at 
gut level. 

The M-60 fires the same NATO 
7.62 mm cartridge as the M-14. 
But it would be misleading to say 
that the ammunition would be in- 
terchangable under battlefield con- 
ditions. The M-14 uses a magazine 


for its load where the M-60 uses 
a canvas packaged belt in a bando- 
lier of 100 rounds. It is conceiv- 
able that an M-14 magazine could 
be reloaded from an M-60 belt 
in combat but it would take a 
bit of doing to make an M-60 belt 
from rounds from an M-14 maga 
zine.

GREATEST ADVANTAGE in 
using the 7.62 cartridges in both 
weapons is in mass production and 
the fact that all of the NATO 
nations will be using the same 
small arms ammunition. 

The M-60, with bipod—soon it 
will sprout three legs—weighs 
“only” 23 pounds as compared to 
32 to 42-pound machine guns now 
being used and to 71 pounds to 
the old heavy water-cooled. job on 
tripod. The M-14 weighs about 
nine pounds (8.7 pounds without 
sling). 

The M-60 has a sling but it’s 
for carrying purposes and not 
needed in firing. 

The added weight of the M-60 
as compared to the M-14 pays for 
itself by absorbing recoil and 
making it a more accurate and 
lethal instrument. If some genius 
could come up with an M-60 with 
the weight of an M-14 it would 
be the ultimate in infantry arms 
until some other genius came up 
with an atomic warhead for rifle 
rounds. 


* . - 
THE M-60 can put out about 
600 rounds a minute, approxi- 


mately the same as the heavier 
guns it is replacing, and slightly 
less what an M-14 could do under 
ideal laboratory conditions, Here 
again, there is a long, long way 
from conditions in a test center 
and those that will be encountered 
when you’re dug in and facing 
the gun. 

Both the M-14 and the M-60 
would burn up at full sustained 
fire. It is not how much but how 
accurately it can be fired. The 
M-60 can handle 100 rounds a 
minute for 10 minutes or 200 
rounds a minute for three min- 
utes. If you are’firing faster than 
that, soldier, then you got yourself 
one real fire fight. 

The M-60 has a “spare tire,” 
an extra barrel packed in a green 
canvas sling. When the first barrel 
of the machine gun burns out the 
spare can be inserted with a flick 
of the wrist. The barrels can be 
changed without reloading. 

The M-60 squad is made up as 
of now of three men, the machine 
gunner, an assistant gunner and 
the ammunition carrier. A 100-

THE DEFENSE directive is 
known to have resulted from a 
direct order from the White 
House—home of an old touch foot- 
ball player who has repeatedly 
urged his countrymen to get them- 
selves in better physical shape. 

In laying down the guidelines 
upon which the various services 
are to base their programs, the De- 
fense memo cited the program 
now being conducted by the Ma- 
rine Corps as a fine example.

tests are set up in five groups, 
from each of which the individ- 
ual may pick any one item. Fail- 
ure to pass the selected item in 
any of the groups flunks the par- 
ticipant. Those who fail, says the 
Presidential guideline, should be 
required to put in at least four 
hours per week in a program of 
“vigorous exercise and develop- 
mental activities.” 


Group I (Arm and shoulder 
strength)—Three pull-ups or 14 
push-ups. 


Group II (Abdominal and trunk 
strength)—22 sit-ups. 


Group III (Explosive power of 
legs)—Standing broad jump of/a 
six feet four inches; triple broad 
jump of 18 feet 6 inches; jump 
reach of 11 inches. 


Group IV (Speed, agility)—300- 
yard shuttle run in 66 seconds; 
250-yard shuttle run in 60 sec- 
onds; 22 squat thrusts. 

Group V (Cardio-vascular en- 
durance) — 600-yard run in one 
minute, 59 seconds; 27 squat 
jumps.

loopholes against loss of jobs be 
plugged at this session. A spokes- 
man for the House Armed Services 
committee said the group plans 
hearings on the proposals before 
Labor Day.’ 

One proposal would extend be- 
yond four years the reemploy- 
ment rights covered by present 
law. Officials point out that many 
reservists have used up three years 
or more of their reemployment 
rights. If called up for an addi- 
tional year, they would have no 
protection for their jobs. 

The second loophole applies to 
men called up who fail to ask for- 
mal leaves of absence from their 
jubs. Officials believe that might 
be a serious problem, especially for 
those called up for induction but 
later found to be unqualified for 
military service. They have asked 
that the requirement for inductees 
to ask leave of absence be waived, 


Two federal laws already pro- 
tect men called to military service 
against loss of jobs and homes: The 
Selective Service Act and the 
Soldiers and Sailors Relief Act. 
They cover all men who go into 
military service volunteers, draf- 
tees and reservists called up for 
active duty. 

The administration contemplates 
no change in these laws. However, 
Rep. Cornelius E. Gallagher (R., 
N.J.) said he has asked the House 
Veterans Affairs committee to re- 
view legislation (Soldiers and Sail- 
ors Relief Act) protecting the 
rights of reservists who face early 
eall-ups. 

Gallagher said he is thinking 
about introducing legislation which 
would provide long-term, low-inter- 
est loans through the Small Busi- 
ness Administration to self-em- 
ployed reservists whose business 
might suffer. He said the loans 
“should be big enough to enable 
them to reestablish themselves.” 

G said he would also 
aor legislation to provide gradu- 

ed mustering-out pay or bonuses.

After 20 years 
service and retirement, the ex- 
serviceman runs into another 
thorny problem. His family is 
older, which means more expense 
and less money to go around 
Again, he has to find a job which 
will compete with the civilian pop- 
ulation, who have usually had a 
head start on him by 10 years or 
more. 

As MSgt. Robert E. Graham 
questions in the issue of 26 July, 
“Is a man of 41 of no benefit to 
a communily”’? Personally, I be- 
lieve, both he and his family are 
a real asset to any community. He 
has been given a 20-year educa- 
tion in the school of hard knocks, 
he is ready to give his children a 
chance to better themselves 
through formal advanced educa- 
tion, grow up in a stabilized at- 
mosphere, and become accepted 
as U.S. citizens instead of an 
“Army brat.” 


A simple solution. (frem my 
limited point of view) to this prob- 
lem would be to offer the ex- 
serviceman work with Uncle Sam 
for an additional 10 years (who 
knows, he might kick the bucket 
during this time, and not draw 
any retirement pay) as a postman, 
forestry employe, or any other 
civilian federal occupation. This 
would give him a chance to settle 
in a community with adequate pay 
and the opportunity to retire with 
30 years total federal service. 


The government, as well as the 
ex-serviceman, would benefit in 
two ways from this proposal. 
Uncle Sam would still have a use- 
ful man in his employ for a long- 
er period, thereby delaying re- 
tirement payments and the ex-| 
serviceman would benefit by draw- 
ing full pay until 30 years had 
been completed. By this time he 
and his family should have set- 
tled into the ways of civilian life 
again. 

Naturally this would have to be 
worked out with the Post Office 
Department. I’m sure many men 
in the service, especially those 
without families, will say, “Why 
not spend the next 10 years in 
service if you’re going to work 
full time anyway”? My reasoning 
behind this proposal is that the 
ex-serviceman’s family should get 
a decent break after knocking 
from pillar to post for 20 years 
without being a big drain on 
Uncle Sam's: pocketbook. Another 
point to consider is the ex-service- 
man being placed in a federal job 
without having to compete against 
the rest of the local labor market.

New Chart Spells Out 


Civil Service Benefits 


By XAVIER BOYLE 
ERE’S a handy breakdown on the various career bene- 


fits accruing to federal 


employees as their length of 


service increases. This is based on a chart originally prepared 
by. the Navy Office of Industrial Relations: 


After one year: Probationary 
period ends. Employes get protec- 
tive rights and procedures in ad- 
verse actions. 

After three years: Career-condi- 
tional appointments become career 
appointments, Retention rights im- 
prove as employe goes from Sub- 
group II to Subgroup I. Annual 
leave increases from 13 to 20 days 
a year. 

After five years: Employes qual- 
ify for Civil Service retirement. 
If they leave government service 
they can leave their contributions 
in the CS Retirement Fund and 
start drawing an annuity at age 
62. They qualify for disability re- 
tirement regardless of age. After 
five years service, if an employe 
retires for disability his life in- 
surance is continued without 
further cost to him. 

After 15 years: Annual leave in- 
creases from 20 to 26 days a year. 
For those aged 70 and above, re- 
tirement is mandatory. 

After 20 years: Law enforce- 
ment employes aged 50 and above 
can retire under a special formula. 
All employes involuntarily sepa- 
rated, if aged 50 or over, can start 
drawing retirement at a reduced 
annuity. Employes earn “20-year 
pins.” 

After 25 years: Employes in- 
voluntarily separated can_ start 
drawing a reduced retirement an- 
nuity, regardless of age. 

After 30 years: Employes can 
retire on full annuity at age 60. At 
age 55 or over they can retire with 
annuity reduced one percent a year 
for each year under 60. Health 
benefits are retained at the cur- 
rent rate for retiring employes 
with at least 12 years service (this 
is true any time for disability re- 
tirees). Employes earn 30-year 
pins. 

It should be added that sick 
leave accrues at the rate of 13 
days a year with no limit on ac- 
cumulation. Employes of long 


service who haven’t wasted their : 


sick leave or been in bad health 
can build up valuable months of 
sick leave for long illnesses:

SOME FURTHER INFORMA- 
TION on the “open season” of the 
Federal Employees Health Bene- 
fits Program scheduled 1-16 Oct.: 
It was pointed out last week this 
is the only. opportunity employes 
will have to change or modify their 
coverage. Some employes are go- 
ing to have to change plans or lose 
coverage. The Pacific Health Plan, 
of Los Angeles, and the UNAPOC 
Health Plan of Washington, D.C., 
will not participate in the program 
after. October. Employes enrolled 
in these plans must change to stay 
under federal coverage. 

Also, the Physicians and Sur- 
geons Association, of Los Angeles, 
will no longer offer a low option 
in its plan after October. Those 
wishing such coverage are advised 
to change plans. If you are en- 
rolled in the California Counties 
Medical Societies’ Foundation for 
Medical Care plan and you reside 
in the counties of San Diego, 
Fresco, Tulare, Kings, Merced, 
Orange, Madera, Kern, San Ber- 
nardino or Santa Clara—you must 
change to another plan. These 
counties will not be covered in the 
future.

WE POINTED OUT last week 
fhat after the open season em- 
ployes will not be able to enroll in 
the health program or change their 
plans or their option within the 

lan for these years. This is true 

t there are exceptions. Those 





who get married or married em- 
ployes who have children may 
change from self coverage to fam- 
ily coverage. Employes going over- 
seas or returning from overseas 
may enroll in the program or 
change their plan. Employes trans- 
ferred within the United States 
may change plans provided they 
were in the program initially. 
Those whose coverage is affected 
by family changes may also enroll 
or change plans. For example, a 
child who becomes 19 and is no 
longer eligible for family coverage 
may enroll if a government em- 
ploye. A wife covered under her 
husband’s plan loses coverage when 
he dies. She may enroll herself. 





Sgt. Takes a 49 Mile Stroll 


FORT BRAGG, N.C.—Sgt. 
G. Kurt Cartwright of Co. E, 
2d ABG, 504th Inf., 82d Abn. 
Div., is the type of NCO fre- 
quently referred to as “Gung- 
ho.” In support of this de- 
scription, Sgt. Cartwright re- 
cently made a gruelling 49 


mile march from Fort Bragg 
to Raleigh, N.C. 

Sgt. Cartwright averaged 4.45 
miles per hour, including breaks, 
for the 49 mile march. He said 
“the most important aspect of the 
march was the necessity of main- 
taining a constant pace.” 

On the march he wore a steel 
helmet and a pistol belt with two 
canteens of water and carried a 
full field pack and an M1 rifle. 

Being an enthusiast of forced 
marches, Sgt. Cartwright has 
strong opinions on the subject and 
believes that infantry soldiers 
should undergo a more extensive 
program of 20 mile marches. 

As for the future, Sgt. Cart- 
wright has no immediate plans. 
However, he would like to take 
a closer look at the road from Fort 
Bragg to Charlotte, N. C., which 
is a mere 139 miles away.

IT APPEARED unlikely that 
there would be many officers in 
categories other than the above 
two who would be involuntarily 
extended. Certainly if they are 
they will be given additional ac- 
tive duty to the extent that changes 
in plan required by such exten- 
sions will be compensated for. 

Another exception to the exten- 
sion program applies to RFA six- 
month trainees. Few if any train- 
ees will be retained. Since they 
are assigned to Reserve units, 
many of which are to be on the 





alert for recall, they will be: re- 
turned to their units as soon as 
they complete six months’ training. 

Second step, the call-up of Re- 
serve units, will not take place 
immediately. Instead, some 111 
Reserve component units, most of 
which will be USAR (90 to 100), 
with a total strength of 22,000 to 
25,000 members, are receiving 
“alert notices.” 

These units, all of which are 
currently at or close to 80 percent 
of TOE strength, have been au- 
thorized to recruit additional prior 
service personnel to bring them- 
selves to 100 percent strength. 
These units are authorized four 
additional paid drills per month 
until called to active duty. Some 
may get extended active duty for 
training.

With emphasis on both meeting 
the short-term crisis and on hav- 
ing an Army strong for the “long 
pull,” a careful program of select- 
ing volunteers for active duty from 
the Reserve, beyond recall pro- 
grams currently in effect, is 
planned. 

Such a recall could see many 
more than the 1900 company grade 
officers needed until now given 
active duty. It might also see 
officers in grades higher than com- 
pany grade accepted for active 
duty. Any such additional officers, 
however, would be carefully fitted 
into the branch and grade struc- 
ture of the Army to prevent the 
creation of a hump, however small, 
such as has plagued the Army 
as a result of War II and Korea. 

There will be no relaxation of 
standards for the draft or for re- 
cruiting of volunteers. But the 
sky’s the limit on accepting non- 
prior service velunteers for the 
Regular Army. Draft calls are up 
to 25,000 for September. Depend- 
ing on the Army’s needs, they 
could stay that high for some 
months.

TO MAINTAIN the combat readi- 
ness of units overseas, oversea 
tours are being extended. This is 
a policy that applies Armywide 
but may be modified to fit specific 
areas or individual cases. In any 
event, men can add to their pres- 
ent oversea tour, if it is scheduled 
to end with the end of their active 
duty tour, the four-month active 
duty extension already mentioned 
above. 

STRAF units in the United 
States — three divisions, two ar- 
mored cavalry regiments and 11 
battalions—which are now train- 
ing some 13,000-plus men will keep 
these men. Others now on active 
duty will be transferred into these 
units. 

About 50,000 spaces are being 
assigned to bring the STRAF up 
to combat readiness. They will be 
filled as rapidly as possible with 
trained men already on active duty. 
Units from which such men are 
taken will be refilled from the 
Army’s training centers as new 
men become available. 

Another 20,000 spaces are going

endorsement to trailer parks on 
military bases. 

“The committee approves of 
trailer courts as a means of pro- 
viding housing for military person- 
nel, particularly personnel in the 
lower enlisted grades,” the group 
said. “It urges Defense, when- 
ever feasible, to provide trailer 
parking facilities. The committee 
will monitor the Air Force trailer 
court program in order to de- 
termine its applicability to the 
other services in future years.” 

The implication was clear that 
approval of the Air Force parks 
might mean on-post parks for 
Army and Navy trailer owners in 
the future if the AF parks prove 
successful. Trailer owners much 
prefer on-base parks because rents 
are considerably higher in private 
parks and recreational facilities 
for children are generally lacking. 

The money unit approved $977,- 
000 for trailer courts at nine Air 








to USAREUR. Some of this 20,000 
will go into Seventh U.S. Army to 
fill out existing units. Others and 
apparently the majority of the 
20,000, will go into support units 
to increase their effectiveness, un- 
der combat conditions, by assur- 
ing that key positions are held by 
U.S. soldiers. 
* - om 

UNCLEAR at this writing is the 
source for the additional 40,000 
men and the timing for bringing 
them into the active Army. It ap- 
peared that these men will come 
in through the draft and through 
volunteers, that they would go to 
Far East and other areas to bring 
them up to combat readiness. 


The first step in the build-up of 
the Army thus is to strengthen 
forces in Europe and to create a 
combat-ready mobile reserve in the 
United States. To this task go some 
71,000 men. Next step is the call- 
up of Reserve component units 
previously alerted, some 22,000 to 
25,000 men strong, to round out 
the Army in Europe and the 
United States. Third step then is to 
continue strengthening the Army 
in other areas of the world such 
as Korea, Hawaii, Alaska, the 
Caribbean and to increase the 
logistical capability of the Army 
around the world. 

Step one has been taken along 
with the personnel actions—exten- 
sion of active duty and oversea 
tours. increase of the draft and in- 
crease in recruiting. Step two is 
prepared. Step three is still to be 
put into effect but will be taken 
unless cancelled by an unexpected 
improvement in the international 
situation.

THE OTHER SERVICES too 
have announced parts of their 
plans. The Air Force will depend, 
to the extent possible, on volun- 
teers from the Reserve for active 
duty and on recruiting to increase 
its strength by 28,000 officers and 
men, but will not hesitate to use 
extensions where needed. This 
28,000-man increase is in addition 
to the 30,000 reservists already on 
alert in National Guard and Air 
Reserve fighter, reconnaissance 
and transport squadrons. 


The Navy will extend the active 
duty tours of some 26,800 selected 
officers and men who would be 
due for separation from active 
duty on and after 1 September. 
Men in 40 ratings (MOS areas) will 
be extended and unrestricted line 
officers and naval aviators in 
grades of lieutenant commander 
and below (0-4) will also. Time of 
extension anc numbers to be re- 
tained each month will vary (as 
it will in the Air Force).

30 June next year (1962). It is 
so-called fiscal year 1962. 

When the Army started its pro- 
pay program some three years 
ago, it was given maximum guide- 
lines from DOD saying it MIGHT 
have 88,332 P-1 payments of $30 
a month extra and 17,666 P-2 
payments. 

As of the latest count, the Army 
had 69,000 drawing P-1 and will 
have about 7000 drawing P-2 when 
the new 2000 spaces are filled. 
This was the proposed FY 61 year- 
end strength and the fact that the 
Army cut P-1 time in half to give 
out P-2 payments indicated that 
the Army desired to have all FY 
61 P-2 slots filled before it gets 
final orders and money authoriza- 
tion for current FY 62. 

It is reported that it will ask 
DOD to increase propay spaces to 
the maximum guidelines of the 
four-year program of 88,332 P-ls 
and 17,666 P-2s.

HOWEVER, top Army officials 
would not be surprised if DOD 
told the Army to keep propay- 
ments at their present levels until 
the effects of the Army manpower 
build-up can be studied. To all 
intents and purposes it would be 
a freeze. 

Money is one factor. Morale is 
a second. How much propay has 
done to keep men in the Army 
is a third. 

Question is whether at DOD 
levels it will be decided that 
money for propay might be bet- 
ter used to finance call-up of re- 
serves in critical skills. DOD, it 
has been charged, has penny- 
pinched on granting the Army and 
other services enough dollars to 
make the proficiency pay plan 
really work. 

* - - 

MORALE doubles concern. It is 
being said that extra pay cannot 
be given and then taken away 
from men already receiving it 
without damaging the morale of 
troops. On the other hand, what 
happens to the incentive of a re- 
servist called up in a critical skill 
when he finds out that the man 
serving next to him in the same 
MOS and skill digit gets more 
money than the civilian soldier 
because he happens to draw P-1 
and P-2? 

It has been reported from re- 
liable sources that DOD is making 
a new study on whether propay 
has kepi career men in the Army. 
To this has been added the fact 
that the Army can extend tours 
of EM for up to a year whether 
they like it or not. As a result, 
the Army has new powers to keep 
men in without dangling propay 
before them. 

Those making the survey are 
expected to report, according to 
DOD sources, that propay at its 
present level will not keep the 
men the Army needs. 

+ * * 

THERE ALSO is one paper in 
circulation saying that DOD, and 
not the Army has not used propay 
as Congress originally intended. 
The Congress authorized up to $50 
a month for P-1, $100 a month 
for P-2 and $150 a month extra 
for P-3. No one has seen any P-3 
pay yet. 

DOD cut the amounts back. 
Now career Army EM may suffer 
financially because of the money 
limitations. 

All. of these paper rockets are 
being fired back and forth from 
Army and DOD. Army Times will 
keep its readers advised. Mean- 
while, here is the message on cut- 
ting time limits for P-2: 

“Effective immediately the six- 
month possession of P-1 profi- 
ciency pay status prescribed in 
paragraph 4b (2), AR 611-208, a 
prerequisite to award of P-2 rat- 
ings in P-2 proficiency pay MOS 
is changed to three (3) months.” 

















Computer ‘Tests’ 
Our Atomic Arms

NLESS the Russians have been cheating on 
the nuclear test ban, THE REPORTER 
(17 August) claims, an extremely large and 
expensive IBM machine at Los Alamos, N.M., “has 
enabled the U.S. to maintain its position in the devel- 
opment of nuclear armaments .*. .” The computer, 
called Stretch, conducts mock weapons tests for the 
Atomic Energy Commission and simulates H-bomb 
explosions. Writer David Bergamini points out that 
the computer has played a prominent part in the de- 
velopment of the warhead for the Minuteman rocket 
and the Davy Crockett. Whether we like it or not, 
says the writer, the business of government at every 
level is becoming more and more the business of 
computers. 
e 
There’s more about computers in NEWSWEEK (14 
August) which says a computer on a production line 
at Western Electric’s Winston-Salem plant anticipates 
mistakes and makes corrections before there is devia- 
tion beyond the limits of acceptability. This produc- 
tion line — making resistors for the Nike Zeus— 
cranks out its product promising “no more than one 
failure in 200 million hours of operation.” The maga- 
zine also carries an entertaining piece on the former 
1st Cav. Div. information officer who, it is said, was 
responsible for a stream of bogus stories. Before the 
Army apparently learned of the officer’s “work,” he 
was promoted and received the Commendation Medal. 


Thanks primarily to the Recruiting Service, al- 
most 35,000 men have volunteered for the Army. Air 
Defense Command since Jan. 1956, says RECRUIT- 
ING (August). Because of this effort, ARADCOM 
is becoming an almost all volunteer outfit. At the 
end of 1955, the recruiting journal says, only 45 
percent of enlisted ARADCOM members were RA. 
Today 94 percent of the Air Defense Command’s EM 
are Regular Army.

POPULAR ELECTRONICS (August) describes a 
portable X-ray inspection device that looks inside 
packages and other items to spot booby traps and 
bombs . . . Army Col. Adrian St. John, writing in 
NAVAL INSTITUTE PROCEEDINGS (August), in- 
sists that we must slow the growth of Red China while 
alienating the Soviet Union from China. If we give 
recognition to Red China, St. John says, “we will lose 
a hand—if not an arm.” . . . Editorializing about Amer- 
ican reaction to the recent Russian air display, AIR 
FORCE (August) says that the Soviets have been con- 
sistently underrated on every major military develop- 
ment since the end of War II. 


The British space program will soon gain some 
prominence as they launch their Blue Streak booster. 
The 250,000-pound thrust rocket will be able to send 
comparatively large payloads into space, according to 
SPACE WORLD. (October) . Latest to examine 
the conduct of American POWs in Korea is LEATHER- 
NECK (August). The magazine recounts the story of 
one surrounded unit, led by a personnel officer. The 
officer told his men to vote whether to fight or sur- 
render. They surrendered, the Marine publication says.

N 1939, MALTA HAD a garrison of less than 4000 

troops, a five weeks’ food supply for its 300,000 
people, 14 coastal defense guns, one operational air 
field, and only four crated, obsolete planes. Successive 
British governments, chiefs of the imperial General 
staff, and other military planners considered the is- 
land indefensible and useless in case of war. Winston 
Churchill and the Royal Navy thought otherwise and 
events proved them right. 


One look at the map is enough to understand the 
reasons for pessimism. Sixty miles from Sicily, Maita 
was, in 1940, 15 minutes from Italian air fields from 
which hundreds of planes could strike. Near the mid- 
dle of the Mediterranean, its sea supply routes, either 
from Gibraltar or from Alexandria, were tenuous and 
unprotected. Yet, despite its lack of preparedness and 
shortages of guns, planes, ammunition, and the ships 
to get them there, Malta by the end of 1942 had be- 
come a fortress which assured Axis defeat in the Med- 
iterranean. 

An afterview shows that had Malta been adequate- 
ly prepared when war began, especially with opera- 
tional air bases and units, the entire episode of Rom- 
mel’s near conquest of Egypt could not have occurred. 
The Mediterranean supply line could have been kept 
open, tremendous naval and shipping losses would have 
been reduced materially, and indeed the risk to Italy 
might even have been so great that Mussolini would 
not have dared to enter the War. Failure to appreci- 
ate the possibilities of Malta was one of the gravest 
British errors in the pre-World War II period. 


* * * 


MALTA BARELY SURVIVED until late 1942 and 
it is this defensive phase of Malta’s war which Cam- 
eron describes. It is a tale of determination and hero- 
ism. Sometimes every fighting plane was out of ac- 
tion; sometimes gasoline and ammunition were vir- 
tually exhausted; for months in early 1942 food sup- 
plies were so scant that starvation was near. Each time 
a trickle of necessities arrived and ultimate disaster 
was postponed. 

The personal exertions of Churchill probably saved 
Malta. In response to his appeals to President Roose- 
velt the Wasp in April 1942 ferried two loads of Spit- 
fires into the Mediterranean to a point from which 
Royal Air Force pilots could fly to Malta. 

On the first occasion 46 of 48 planes, flown by 
pilots with no carrier takeoff experience, arrived 
safely; seventy-two hours later all these planes were 
destroyed or inoperative. The second trip, however, 
tipped the scales the other way.

IN THE EARLY MONTHS of 1942 Malta endured 
almost continuous bombing, more intense than any 
other area received during the war. On April 15 King 
George VI announced the award of the George Cross 
to the people of Malta. “Never before had such an 
award, for collective heroism, been made. Never be- 
fore had it been so deserved.” 


Captain Writes a Book 


FORT RILEY, Kans.—A new book which went on 
sale at most book stores throughout the country this 
week entitled “Fiasco at Fredericksburg,” was written 
by Capt. Vorin E. Whan Jr., G-2 (Intelligence) at 
Fort Riley. 

The book contains an hour by hour account of 
the fighting on the banks of the Rappahannock River 
during the cold and fog of 11-12 December 1862, from 
which the causes of the Union’s defeat clearly emerge. 
The book is a case study in the principles of military 
leadership and points up the disastrous consequences 
of ignoring it. 

Capt. Whan used the “Battle of. Fredericksburg” 
as the basis for his master’s thesis while doing graduate 
work at Pennsylvania State University. The work, 
which is considered the most complete dissertation on 
the subject, was based upon the letters, diaries and 
memoirs of the officers and men who fought at Fred- 
ericksburg as well as the official War Department let- 
ters of both sides.

@ “Yeah, but like man, the 
treuble with those old eats you 
dig—Buck Clayton, Ben Web- 
ster and those guys—is like they 
ust den’t knew what’s happen- 
ng like TODAY!”—A youngster 
whe discovered what he believes 
to be the only real jazz music 
last year. He thinks Dizzy Gil- 
lespie is old-fashioned, Oscar 
Petersen is now commercial be- 
cause he plays songs people can 
recognize, Louis Armstrong and 
Benny Goodman are squares be- 
cause they make money and all 
the “in” jazz critics put them 
down, and Lester Young may 
have been “ahead of his time” 
but did not have “as much to 
say” (whatever that means) as 
John Coltrane. 

@ “Ella Fitzgerald does not 
have a television program like 
Dinah Shore because she isn’t 
as popular as Dinah Shore and 
the other singers on TV and 
simply doesn’t appeal to as many 
people.” — Some blissfully igno- 
rant square who does not know 
the facts of life as they relate 
to the television industry. 

@ “Sid Catlett? Jo Jones? 
Yeah, they were okay as a be- 
ginning but drumming has come 
a long way since then.”—The 
credo of a loud, devastatingly 
LOUD drummer who can’t keep 
time and in effect plays a drum 
solo from nine till two. 

. @ “Rhythm guitar? You mean 
that echunk-ehunk stuff?” — A 
young guitar player who does not 
have the slightest idea of what 
his instrument really sounds like 
beeause he has never learned to 
play it without electricity, has 
an idea that rhythm guitar is 
elbow weaving, and doesn’t make 
the right chord changes, any- 


way. 

@ “They got to dig what I’m 
doing, or try to. I don’t see why 
I got to try to communicate 
with THEM and come on like an 
entertainer or one of them cats.” 
—A second rate musician who 
has mistakenly been called an 
artist too many times and now 
has ceme to believe the praise 
heaped upon him by jazz writers 
who should know better. 

@ “Negro musicians are better 
musicians than white musicians.” 
—Some unaware Negro musician. 

@ “White musicians are bet- 
ter musicians than Negro musi- 
cians.” — Some unaware white 
musician. 

@ ‘Cray-zee, man. Cray-zee, 
man.”—That’s all he says because 
that’s all he knows. 

@ “Since I have rediscovered 
Lionel Hampton and Teddy Wit- 
son, I will permit their names te 
be included on my published list 
of major jazz soloists of the 
swing era but I cleverly will not 
include the clarinet player they 
gained fame with.” — A jamz

Intro to 12-Tone Composition 


N informative disc—a 

lecture on twelve-tone 
composition, with musical 
examples by a woodwind quin- 
tet—is available from Folk- 
ways (FT-3612, $5.95). The text, 
prepared by Vaclav Nelhybel, 
will be very helpful to the 
serious amateur of music. It is 
not light listening. Those who 
want to learn about 12-tone 
music prob- ’ 
ably will hear 
this record 
several times 
and refer to 
the useful 
booklet of 
text with 
musical ex- 
amples in 
score. The 
record makes ti ay 
an important ca leeea 
contribution.. KAHN 
to popularizing the. understand- 
ing of a difficult (but increasing- 
ly less esoteric) technique. It 
is more like a college-level lee- 
ture than a basic introduction, 
and it is recommended primarily 
to those who have some back- 
ground in musical theory. Side 
one of the record demonstrates 
the technique of atonal com- 
position and the resulting music. 
Nelhybel’s “Introduction and 
Allegro” is more listenable for 
the conventional ear) than much 
of Schoenberg or Webern. Side 
two is an explanation of the 
technical musical terms used on 
the first sidé.- On the review 
copy, the labels were reversed, 
a not unhappy accident sinee a 
good explanation of the ground 
rules of dodecaphony is very 
helpful.

EXAMPLES of atonal music 

that might be heard after the 
discussion reviewed above are 


found on an RCA Victor record 
(LSC-2531, $5.98) with the Juil- 
liard Quartet. They play Berg’s 
“Lyric Suite’ and Webern’s 
“Five Pieces,” (Op. 5) and “Six 
Bagatelles” (Op. 9). This heretic, 
while not opposed to learning, 
thinks many people can enjoy 
this music without knowing all 
about the 12-tone system and its 
retrograde inversion in the same 
way that many people can love 
conventionally - written musie 
without knowing anything about 
harmony or counterpoint. Berg’s 
“Lyric Suite” has been surpris- 
ingly neglected recently. This 
performance is one of two cur- 
rently catalogued, and the only 
one in stereo. 


Even in abstract music, Berg 
packs an emotional charge. 
Webern is quite different. He 
seems to have outstripped Berg 
in popularity recently. The very 
slowness of the “Five Pieces” is 
almost lacerating to the im- 
patient listener, but there is a 
kind of mournful self-involve- 
ment. The “Bagatelles” work 
much like modern poetry or 
painting — by suggestion. The 
Juilliard perferms meticulously 
and the recorded stereo sound 
is excellent.

HEARING familiar music after 
the atonal is a wonderfully re- 
laxing experience — especially 
when the work and performance 
are superb.

A Major (The “Trout”) as re- 
corded in 1936 by pianist Artur 
Schnabel and the Pro Arte

CONSIDERABLE HEIGHTS of 
musical coloration are reached 
by Leopold Stokewski and the 
Houston Symphony in Scriabin’s 
“The Poem of Eestasy” and Ami- 
rov’s “Azerbaijan Mugam” (Ever- 
est LPBR-6032, $4.98). The 
music is tuneful and, above all, 
colorful. It lends itself extreme- 
ly well to Stokowski’s approach 
and the sound is quite good. 


Museum Gift 


FORT CARSON, Colo. — Latest 
donation to the Fort Carson Army 
Museum is a copy of the German 
army handbook, “The Soldiers 
Friend,” printed in 1941. The book 
is similar to the American Army 
Field Manual issued in early World 
War II. 

The manual contains several 
items of interest such as basic 
dictionaries in Russian, German- 
Serbo-Kroatian, English, Finnish 
and Polish. It also has descriptions 
of the allied armies, flags, aircraft 
and uniforms.

Of the Week 


“Disciplined troops, un- 
awed by ferocious war 
whoops”—Cols. R. E. & T. 
N. Dupuy. 

During the wars with the 
Northwest Indians, Sept. 1790 
to Aug. 1795, “Mad Anthony” 
Wayne, commander of the Penn- 
sylvania line during the Revo- 
lution, was appointed to the 
western army succeeding Ar- 
thur St. Clair. He had earned 
the nickname “Mad Anthony” 
because of his midnight storm- 
ing of the British fort at Stony 
Point on the Hudson when he 
led his men in clambering over 
the walls. Now he had trained 
2500 men at Fort Pitt, and took 
them to Cincinnati. Reinforced 
by 1600 militia from Kentucky, 
he marched north, and tried to 
make a treaty with the Indians. 

When all peace efforts had 
failed, he fought them in a 
devastating battle, 20 Aug. 1794, 
at Fallen Timbers, near Toledo 
— so named for the wreckage 
made by a tornado. In a furi- 
ous bayonet charge Wayne 
drove them out of the woods, 
and in an hour’s fight on the 
open prairie routed them com- 
pletely. On 3 Aug. 1795 the 
Indians at last made peace and 
ceded their Ohio lands to the 
US. The Northwest was 
thereby opened up to white

All About STAMPS

WASHINGTON — The 
United States will issue a com- 
memorative stamp on October 
10 to mark the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Chinese revolution. 
The revolt culminated in the 
establishment of the Republic 
of China. 

This stamp also will honor 
the founder of the Chinese Re- 
public, Dr. Sun Yat-sen. 

President Kennedy announc- 
ed plans for the stamp during 
the visit to the U. S. of Chen 
Cheng, vice-president of the Re- 
publie of China. 

Details as to denomination, 
color, design and first day city 
still remain to be announced. 

Additional information has 
been provided on several pre- 
viously announced U. S. issues. 

The four-cent Naval Aviation 
commem (San Diego, Aug. 20) 
will be printed in blue on white 
paper. The four-cent Workmen’s 
Compensation Law commem 
(Milwaukee, Sept. 4) will be 
printed in dark blue on a grey- 
toned paper. This is a vertical 
stamp so collectors ordering 


first day covers should leave 
ample space on the right side of 
the cover. This is particularly 
true if blocks of four are order- 
ed. 


Collectors in overseas areas 
are reminded that the interna- 
tional first-class rate has been 
increased to 11 cents for surface 
mail and 13, 15 and 25 cents 
for international airmail. The 
increased rates should be taken 
into account when buying reply 
coupons and _ international 
money orders. When distinctive 
airmail envelopes are used for 
covers, coupons to cover the 
applicable airmail rate must be 
enclosed.

When the hand was over, West 
defended his play. It would be 
correct, he pointed out, if East 
had led from J-9-x-x of spades with 
the ace of clubs or diamonds as 
an entry. West would presum- 
ably get in with the king of dia- 
monds to lead another spade, and 
East would eventually get his side 
ace and take two spade tricks to 
defeat the contract. 

This was possible, but very un- 
likely. If East had two aces and 
the jack of spades, South had 
opened with a 15-point notrump. 
People do it sometimes, even 
though they promise 16 to 18 
points for the opening bid of one 
notrump, but it’s foolish to rely 
on this when you don’t have to. 

West can defeat the contract 
even if South has the full 16 points 
for his opening bid. West should 
play the eight rather than the 
queen of spades at the second 
trick. 

Dummy wins with the ten of 
spades, and West eventually gets 
in with the king of diamonds. 
West then returns the queen. of 
spades, picking up South’s jack 
and finessing through dummy’s 
king at the same time.

Senate Committee Approves 
Technician Retirement Plan 


WASHINGTON—Legislation to permit the federal gov- 
ernment to contribute to state retirement systems for the 
more than 35,000 Army and Air National Guard civilian 
technicians passed the Senate Armed Services committee 


last week. 

Once the contributions are au- 
thorized, Defense will have to ask 
the appropriation committee for 
the money. 

The measure, as passed by the 
full committee, would limit to 6% 
percent of a technician’s annual 
gross salary the amount which the 
federal government could con- 
tribute for him into his individual 
state retirement system. 

Sen. John Stennis (D., Miss.) in- 
troduced the proposal during 
Committee debate~ on HR-4785, 
which would permit the states to 
withhold life and health insurance 
payments of the Army and Air 
Guard technicians. States have had 
the authority for some time to 
withhold payments into retirement 
programs. 

A day earlier, House-Senate 
Conferees on the Defense Budget 
had turned down a $4.1 million 
appropriation for the technician 
retirement program. Conferees 
felt that Guard technicians should 





Fatigues Stocks 
Cut by New Reg 


WASHINGTON — National 
Guard units, will no longer 
have to stock fatigues for six- 
month trainees, the Pentagon 
announced . this week. The 
fatigue items will be issued 
in the future to trainees at 
their active Army ACDUTRA 
training center. 

In addition to saving paperwork, 
the move also will reduce already 
acute storage problems of reserve 
units, the Pentagon said.

Aviation Maintenance 
Units to Get More Duty 


WASHINGTON—With Congressional approval of some 
$1.1 million, final plans are now being developed to put three 
Army National Guard aviation maintenance battalions on 
“round-the-clock” duty to service active Army and reserve 


aircraft. 

Orders officially placing the 
142d (Springfield, Mo.), the. 162d 
(Groton, Conn.), and the 217th 
Transportation Aircraft Repair 
Bns. on a semi-fulltime status are 
expected to leave the Pentagon this 
week or next. Establishment of 
the units will create some 150 
technician jobs, the Pentagon told 
Congress. The units would be sup- 
plemented by some 133 weekend 
warriors during training periods or 
a mobilization. 

“These battalions will not be 
in competition with private in- 
dustry,” the Pentagon assures. 
“On the contrary, they would 
provide jobs for many aircraft 
technicians who are presently 
out of work.” 

Each of the three units will be 
assigned areas within the Contin- 
ental U.S. in which they'll have 
a major maintenance responsibility 
for serving Army fixed-wing and 
rotary wing aircraft. These units 
in the event of a major mobiliza- 
tion could be rapidly deployed 
overseas to provide aircraft main- 
tenance for an entire field Army, 
such as Seventh Army in Europe 
or Eighth Army in the Far East. 


THE ACTIVE ARMY has no 
units, similar to the three Guard 
aviation maintenance battalions. 
Overseas aircraft repairs now are 
done locally through commercial 
contract, through Army shops 
staffed largely by indigenous per- 
sonnel, or through Stateside re- 
placement of faulty parts. 

“Although satisfactory for 

peacetime operations, this system 
of aircraft repairs would be en- 
tirely inadequate and unsuitable 
for wartime support because of

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Indiana Academy Trains Officers 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.—The Indiana Military Academy 
was established in February 1956, primarily to provide sec- 
ond lieutenants for the 88th Inf. Div., Indiana Army National 
Guard. The Indiana Academy has been in continuous opera- 
¥/an since its first class reported, and to date, has graduated 


204 second lieutenants in all 
in the infantry division. 

Each third year, IMA conducts 
a special post-graduate course in 
Sesic artillery subjects as a “prep” 
for artillery graduates awaiting 
attendance at their basic course 
at Fort Sill. In more recent classes 
the Academy has enrolled USAR 
students from Sixth Corps. 

The Indiana school’s program of 
instruction includes 270 hours of 
special and prescribed subjects, 
spread over a period of 13 months, 
which includes four weeks of sum- 
mer field training and eight week- 
end armory sessions during the 
year.

STUDENTS are enrolled from 
Guard and Reserve units through- 
out the state of Indiana. Selec- 
tion is based almost entirely on 
leadership potential, and the stu- 


dent is screened on three levels 
for leadership, physical, mental 
and moral attributes by area 


screening boards. On recommen- 
dation of the area screening boards, 
the student appears before a final 
screening board conducted by the 
Academy. Upon passing the final 
board, the student is accepted as 
an officer-candidate and begins 
field training concurrently with 
the previous year’s class, which is 
entering its second field training 
and is almost ready to graduate. 

The screening board system has 
reduced the Indiana school’s attri- 
tion rate from 50% to about 30%. 

The state of Indiana provides a 
full-time secretary for the school 
ee a as well as an annual 
udget of from $4000 to $5000 for 
operational costs, including full 
pay and allowances for the Acad- 
emy staff.

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Smooth Riding Seen 
For Trailer Pay Bill 


WASHINGTON—tThe trailer pay bill, which passed the 
House of Representatives last week, is given a fair chance 
(by inside authorities) of getting Senate approval in the 


next few weeks. 


It was indicated that the im- 
portant measure has a better than 
50 percent chance of getting a 
hearing before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. 

Approval before that group 
will virtually assure enactment 
inte law, as the Senate normally 
indorses what this committee 
recommends. 

The Administration right along 
has supported the principles in the 
measure; hence President Ken- 
nedy’s signature is assured. 

The Senate could, of course, 
amend the bill which would re- 
quire its going back to the House 
again. Should Congress adjourn 
this year without passing the 
measure, the bill will remain alive 
for action next year. 

The bill as passed by the House 
will rectify two of the major com- 
plaints of trailerites, by: 

1. Paying, in most cases, the full

SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, 
Hawaii — When an unknown 
soldier tagged the Army’s 
2ist Inf. Regt. with the sobri- 
quet “Gimlets” sometime dur- 
ing the past century, he knew 
what he was doing. 

Because for 100 years back to 9 
Aug., 1861, after President Abra- 
ham Lincoln issued his firsf call 
for 75,000 volunteers to put down 
an insurrection south of the Mason- 
Dixon Line, the 2lst Inf. has 
literally been boring holes in op- 
posing lines. 

Like every other Army unit, the 
2ist, whose 2d Battle Group is 
stationed at Schofield Barracks as 
part of the 25th Inf. Div., has been 
“designated” and “redesignated” 
this or that, but it has almost al- 
ways had a “2ist” in its name. At 
least when the chips were down. 

Battle, it has been said by mili- 
tary cliche-writers for more than 
a century, is the payoff, and this 
regiment whose colors are as 
festooned with battle streamers as 
Louisiana oaks are with Spanish 
moss, has been paying off. 

Some call it the War Between 
the States, others the Civil War, 
but to the men of the 21st today 
in Schofield Barracks’ “Quad C” 
it’s neither. The streamers on the 
flag with the big gimlet in the 
office of the battle group com- 
mander, Col. Harold V. Maixner, 
read “Manassas,” “Antietam,” 
“Fredericksburg,” and there were 
other battles in that bitterest of 
wars—the Peninsula, Gettysburg, 
Chancellorsville, the Wilderness— 
but that’s history. 

The winning of the West is in- 
scribed in the history of the 21st, 
whose ihfantrymen roamed prairies 
and deserts fighting Indians of the 
Modoc, Nez Perce and other tribes. 

+ * * 

TEDDY ROOSEVELT and his 
Rough Riders got the publicity in 
the war with Spain, but the 21st 
was right there at Santiago, then 
moved half-way around the world 
to fight through swamps and 
jungles of the Philippines. 

The jungle combat history of the 
regiment was recalled during 
World War II when, as part 
of the 24th Inf. Div., it blazed a 
trail through the Central Pacific 
from New Guinea back to the 
Philippines. Again as part of the 
24th it fought in the blazing heat 
and frigid cold of Korea, from 
Osan and the Pusan Perimeter far 
north through Red Korea right up 
to the armistice. 

When the Army decided to honor 
its oldest, most famed fighting 
regiments in its “Combat Arms 
Regimental System,” the 21st Inf., 
with 38 battle streamers, was 
quickly selected to be the parent 
regiment of two fast-moving battle 
groups—the 2d here, the lst in 
Germany. 

On Wednesday, 9 August, the 
Gimlets of Schofield marched past 
the flag presented the regiment by 
Mrs.

descent of a spent missile booster 
were recently recognized by the 
U.S. Patent Office when it awarded 
patent number 2,990,149 to SFC 
Adolphus Samms, Quartermaster 
Airborne Test Activity, Yuma Test

According to the sergeant, a 
principle objective of his inven- 
tion is to allow the spent booster 
case to be lowered gently to pre- 
vent possible harm to life or 
property. 

Samm’s invention consists of 
rotor blades pivoted to a rotating 
ring carried in the missile booster 
case.

Samm says he is working on a 
new type of multiple stage rocket 
system that he hopes will be con- 
sidered by the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration.

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EM Scientists Aid 
Ordnance Research

PICATINNY ARSENAL, N.J.—Seldom lauded but high- 
ly appreciated, a handful of ‘soldier-scientists are enriching 
the Ordnance Corps’ research and engineering program at 


Picatinny Arsenal. 


The 18 enlisted men who com- 
pose this group possess advanced 
education and experience in vari- 
ous fields of science and engineer- 
ing. Throughout the Army, only 
about 150 such soldier-scientists 
are on active duty. 

The men are serving under the 
Beientific and Engineering (S&E) 
Assistant’s Program, established 
in May 1959 to develop and use the 
scientific skills they have acquired. 
The program’s forerunner was the 
Scientific and Professional (S&P) 
Personnel Program, initiated in 
1948 under an earlier concept. 

For the most part, the men were 
drafted into the Army shortly after 
their graduation from colleges and 
universities. Since they could not 
be exempted from the draft, the 
program enables them to fulfill 
their service obligation while they 
receive invaluable on-the-job train- 
ing and experience in their fields 
of interest. 

During an early phase of basic 
training, their special qualifica- 
tions are noted and they are coun- 
seled to determine their suitability 
for an S&E assignment. Such fac- 
tors as adaptability, planning and 
decision-making ability, skill in 
written an oral expression, tact, 
emotional stability and supervis- 
ory capacity are considered before 
they are accepted into the pro 
gram. 

If accepted by The Adjutant 
General, they are awarded an ap- 
propriate MOS after eight weeks of 
basic training. Presently only 
seven MOS’s are classified under 
the S&E program: 

Electrical-electronic engineer- 
ing assistant; mechanical engineer- 
ing assistant; civil engineering as- 
sistant; mathematics-statistics as- 
sistant; physical sciences assistant; 
chemical engineering assistant and 
biological sciences assistant. 

The capabilities of the men are 
expanded. As they gain knowledge, 
experience and confidence, they 
are advanced to positions of great- 
er responsibility, sometimes assum- 
ing complete direction over an en- 
tire project. 

The S&E personnel are instru- 
mental in establishing better - test 
procedures, compiling highly tech- 








nical reports, developing guided 
missile components and high alti- 
tude sensing devices and in con- 
ducting feasibility studies on mis- 
sile defense systems. 

Since the research activities in 
which they are engaged are of a 
highly-classified nature, exact de- 
tails cannot be revealed.

May Be ‘In Being’ Force

WASHINGTON — Official word 
that the Army will convert the 1st 
and 2d Inf. Divs and the 2d Armd. 
Div. from training commands to 
combat divisions was not unex- 
pected. Official word on the 
changeover, which includes the 
reopening of Fort Carson, Colo., 
7 September, as a training center, 
failed to tie the changeover into 
the pending question of mobiliza- 
tion of the National Guard and 
Army Reserve units. 

re If the admin- 
istration pro- 
ceeds with the 
offer of Secre- 
tary of State 
Dean Rusk to 
send an addi- 
tional six divi- 
sions to Europe 
to “fatten up” 
the NATO 
force, then it is 
possible that the six divisions will 
come from our “in being” units 
in the U.S. 

This means that rather than the 
long-range defense buildup, the 
Pentagon would use the _ short- 
range plan, for early January 1962.

Reservists 
Fire New 
M-14 Rifle

ABERDEEN PG, Md. — Some 
200 reserve Ordnance officials and 
enlisted men recently fired the 
Army’s new M-14 rifle during a 
field orientation session on the 
rifle here. 

The reservists, members of Re- 
serve schools throughout the coun- 
try, became the first military unit 
to practice-fire the weapon. 

The M-14 is scheduled to replace 
four of the Army’s traditional 
shoulder weapons. They are the 
M-1 Garand (now the basic infan- 
try arm), the M-3 submachine gun, 
the Browning automatic rifle and 
the M-2 carbine. 

Adoption by the Army of the M- 
14 rounds out a program for a new 
weapons system, long planned and 
partly consummated recently with 
the adoption of the M-60 general 
purpose machine gun. 

Brig. Gen. Elmer J. Gibson, who 
for 14 years has been engaged in 
management and production of 
Ordnance material, has been given 
extraordinary powers to exercise 
broad authority in the production 
and supply of the new weapon. 

He will operate from the Penta- 
gon office of Lt. Gen. J. R. Hin- 
richs, Chief of Ordnance. 

Production contractors for the 
M-14 are Harrington and Richard- 
son, Inc., Worcester, Mass., and the 
Winchester Western Division of 
the Olin Mathieson Chemical Cor- 
poration. A third commercial pro- 
duction contract is under consider- 
ation. The weapon is designed and 
engineered for promotion by the 
U.S. Army’s Springfield, Mass., 
armory. 

The new weapon, developed at 
the Proving Grounds, is gas oper- 
ated and air cooled and has a cap- 
acity for twenty rounds. Its maxi- 
mum range is 3,500 yards.

— The 
state’s newest armory, located in 
the College Heights section of New 
London, has been turned over to 
the Connecticut Army National 
Guard.

Combat TV Camera Is Developed 


EVELOPMENT of what is said to be the first transistorized image orthicon television 
camera for battlefield surveillance has been announced by the Admiral Corp. Thomas 


J. Lloyd, vice president of the government electronics division, said the camera was devel-| 


oped under contract to the Signal Research & Development Laboratory and added that de- 
liveries have been made to Fort Monmouth and Fort Belvoir. 


The compact, extremely sensi- 
tive camera may be furnished with 
either a ctandard or a low light 
level image orthicon television 
tube. Using the low light level 
tube, the camera is capable of ob- 
serving persons and objects from 
a distance of several hundred yards 
in virtually total darkness... The 
picture is observed on a standard 
TV monitor set. The transistorized 


TV camera measures five by 10) 


by 30 inches and weighs 35 pounds. 
A miniaturization program is 


planned to make the outfit con-| 


siderably smaller and lighter, he 
said. 

“While the human eye is remark- 
ably sensitive,” Lloyd explained, 
“it is no match for the image orthi- 
con camera which can serve as a 
sharp-eyed observer for reconnais- 
sance under the most adverse con- 
ditions. This outfit also can be 
used for plant, base and battle- 
field security in conjunction with 
a portable radar set also being 
built by Admiral.” The company 
has delivered one of the special 
cameras in conjunction with its 
missile tracking system at the 
White Sands Missile Range.

Rockets Will Make 
Man's Moon House 


PHILADELPHIA — After man rockets to the moon, 
probably before 1970, he will eventually have a safe, scien- 
tifically designed dormitory to live in, it was recently 
disclosed at the Franklin Institute where a moon room: prototype, the 
feature of a new space science section, was unveiled. 


Rockets that propel the astronaut from earth will be sliced into 
cylinders seven feet tall to provide the compact housing unit for the 
lunar colonist. 


That’s how Dr. I. M. Levitt, director of the institute’s Fels Plane- 
tarium and an internatiofially-known astronomer, envisions how the 
world’s first space travelers will construct the ‘outer, protective shell 
of their living quarters. 

The moon room is sponsored by the Decker Corp., Bala 
Cynwyd, Pa. It was created by Levitt to acquaint and educate 
the public about the mysteries of space and to point up the ne- 
cessity, years ahead of a lunar blastoff, of solving the problems 
of living as normally as possible on the moon. 

Decker’s president Martin M. Decker calls the dormitory “a 
service to both science and education. Our moon room is a nec- 
essary step toward the eventual colonizing of the planets.” 

Also featured in the project is what is believed to be the world’s 
largest photograph of the moon and models of the important lunar 
and planetary probes to be used in the next few years. These models . 
are large enough to reveal intricate detail. 

Levitt says that once the astronaut reaches the moon he “will en- 
counter extremely hazardous surface conditions. Meteorites will crash 
at speeds up to 45 miles a second. The temperature under a high 
sun will approach the boiling point of water and drop several hun- 
dred degrees in the shadow of an overhanging ledge.” 

Thus he believes man’s living on the moon must begin under the 
surface, in a giant cave in which he’ll spread an inflated balloon 
lined with plastic to retain an atmosphere similar to earth. The bal- 
loon will cover every part of the cave, clinging to its wall, ceilings 
and floor, to afford protection to the spacemen. 

Fully protected by space suits, the astronauts can venture forth 
and retrieve the rockets with which—inside the balloon—he can build 
individual moon room quarters. The rockets, too, will provide build- 
ings to house supplies, also within the balloon-lined cave.

SHOOTING 








By COL. CHARLES ASKINS 


OX THE outskirts of a little town in Ohio, Vandalia by 
name, some 2500 shotgunners are quite busy at this 
moment pooping off what is estimated will be 1,600,000 shot- 
gun shells. This shooting stint started last week and will 
pinch out the 26th of the month. 





The occasion is the national 
trapshooting championships. The 
affair isn’t called the nationals at 
all but the Grand American, all 
of which is somewhat confusing 
because the’ at 
tournament goes 
on for nine days, 
with several 
matches daily

event in an ex- 
tensive program 
and is fired last.

Trapshooting is more than 160 
years old and up until the turn 
of the century the boys practiced 
on live birds which were either 
thrown by hand or sprung from 
boxes. In the 1880’s, an inventive 
shooter, George Ligowsky, de- 
veloped not only a clay target look- 
ing very much like the saucer we 
fire at today but also a trap to 
hurl it. It was just as well George 
did this because by the first years 
of the 20th Century there was 
such a hue and cry about the dust- 
ing off of live pigeons the frater- 
nity had to switch over to the 
saucers.

TRAPSHOOTING, not to be con- 
fused with skeet, is a tough sport. 
Using the same target as the skeet 
man with the same scattergun and 
the same shotload, the trap gun- 
ner is handicapped by 16 yards 
while his contemporary suffers no 
handicap at all. His target is 
thrown 50 yards and it leaves the 
trap at 85 feet per second. With 
the 16 yard head start it is some- 
where between 35 and 40 yards 
before the marksman can get on 
it and fire. When you consider 
that the claybird has a diameter 
of only 45/16 inches and a height 
of but 1% inches this ain’t no soft 
touch! 

The skeet shooter uses a 12 
gauge gun with a bunted off 26- 
inch barrel and no more choke 
than a length of stove pipe. He 
powders his clays at an average 
distance of 23 yards and many 
times a lot closer. The trap shot, 
on the other hand, handles a gun 
with a 30 or 32 inch barrel and 
with the tightest choke boring he 
can get. 

Vandalia, scene of the nationals 
since 1924; is also home base for 
the Amateur Trapshooting Associ- 
ation, the parent order. Up until 
1924, the big shoot was held here 
and there over the country, some 
nine times at Chicago alone. An in- 
teresting coincidence is that the 
rifle and pistol Nationals are fired 
a comparatively few miles from 
the Grand American, at Camp

often than not fall by the wayside. 
Equally remarkable is the fact 
that this year’s winner seldom if 
ever has returned to successfully 
defend his crown as American 
trapshoot champ. More than one 
and three-quarters million targets 
will be thrown in practice and 
competition during this year’s re- 
vival and the somewhat staggering 
total of 56 tons of leaden pellets 
will whistle through the air. This 
lead falls in a well defined beaten 
zone and ATA officials have it 
mined after the festivities as a 
lucrative sales item. 

It is amusing to realize that 
every spent shell which falls on 
the ground during the firings is at 
once claimed as association prop- 
erty. These empties are boxed and 
sold back to the competitors. The 
reloading of shotshells is now a 
widespread practice among all 
trapshooters. What maybe is even 
more cogent to note is that the 
frugal Scots among the clan have 
figured out a way to beat this ATA 
practice. When they eject a spent 
case it is caught by hand or is 
popped into a voluminous pocket 
on the shooting coat, thus never 
touching the ground and, by the 
same token, never the legal prop- 
erty of the Association!

TRAPSHOOTERS bang away 
for money. Walking off with the 
Grand ofttimes is worth a couple 
of thousand bucks. These are the 
only gunners of the shooting clan 
who garner any real folding money. 

The professionals are employed 
by the guns-ammo manufacturers 
and are in the main salesmen. 
Their shooting is just a sideline. 
They battle it_ out among them- 
selves and their scores run maybe 
higher than any but what do you 
suppose they win on the money 
side? Nothing. Not a peso. The 
“amateurs” take it all while the 
“professionals” shoot only for the 
glory. A curious situation surely.

Army Wins Interservice Rifle 
Team and Individual Titles 


WASHINGTON—Sp5 Justun J. Allen of the Army won the 1961 interservice individ- 
ual rifle championship on the opening day of the three-day tournament and then came back 
to lead the Army team to the interservice team championship. 


More than 600 men and one 
woman fired in 15 matches, 7-9 
August, on the Calvin A. Lloyd 
rifle range, Quantico (Va.) Marine 


Base. The Army won eight of 
the matches and the Marines 
seven. 


On opening day, five individual 
matches were fired, with Army 
Sgt. Robert E. Campbell of Fort 
Benning, Ga., winning the first 
event. He fired a new match record 
score of 100-15v in the 200-yard, 
slow-fire event. 

The next three matches were 
won by the Marine Corps. Cpl. 
R. S. Kline set a new record at 
200 yards rapid-fire with a score 
of 100-11V; SSgt. M. E. Dunham 
set a mark with 100-12V score 
over the 300-yard, rapid-fire course, 
and GSgt. O. T. Napper, with a 
score of 100-18V, took the 600-yard 
event. . 

The fifth and final individual 
event, also at 600 yards, was won 
by Sgt. J. S. Strickland, Third 
Army team, with a record-equal- 
ling score of 100-18V. 

The interservice individual rifle 
champion was named by using the 
aggregate scores of the first five 
individual matches. Allen scored 
a total of 497-50V to become the 
1961 ruler of the range. 

Allen succeeds MSgt. Alfred 
O’Neil, last year’s champion from 
the Fort Benning team, who this 
year finished 47th in the title race. 

New individual records fired 
this year at Quantico were all 
scores of 100 and the records fell 
because of the greater number of 
shots in the V zone, a four-inch 
center in the conventional bulls- 
eye.

Monroe Education Center 
To Teach Speed Reading 


FORT MONROE—The reading 
ability of Fort Monroe soldiers 
who enroll fof a new class at the 
post Army Education Center can 
be “doubled and, in some cases, 
tripled,” according to Paul B. 
Rahenkamp, post director of gen- 
eral educational development. 

Classes in speed reading, slated 
to start 7 Sept., will continue for 
eight weeks, Rahenkamp said. 
Each class will be limited to 28 
students because of lack of space at 
the education center, and it is ex- 
pected that additional classes will 
be conducted on completion of 
the initial course of instruction. 

Rahenkamp emphasized that the 
classes are open only to military 
students at present. However, civil 
ian employes may be able to at- 
tend classes during duty hours 
when the classroom is available 
and instructors can be spared from 
other duties. 

Equipment used in the course 
includes speed reading film books 
which are projected on a screen 
“a fractional line at a time, which 


is the amount of text seen by a 
normal reader,” according to the 
educational director; a_tachisto- 
scope, which projects words, 
sentences and large numbers on a 
screen as rapidly as 100 per sec- 
ond, and individual reading rate 
controllers which do the same job 
as the two larger machines. 


In addition, there is a “reading 
eye,” a machine that records eye 
movements which is used to cor- 
rect faulty reading habits which 
the students may have when they 
begin the classes. 

While the ability to read and 
comprehend what is read can be 
doubled or tripled, the students 
must practice what they learn, or 
they will be right back where they 
started, Rahéhkamp said. 

“We won’t have any trouble get- 
ting enough men to start the first 
class,” the education director said, 
“When we announced the class, 
we had an immediate response 
from more than a dozen prospec- 
tive students, and we expect that 
we'll have to turn away applicants 
for the initial course.”

Camp Irwin Becomes a Fort 


FORT IRWIN, Calif.—Camp Irwin, where thousands of World War II and Korean 


War soldiers learned the armor and artillery trade, has been designated a fort and added 
to the roster of permanent Army installations. 


The newest Army fort is situ- 
ated between the southern bound- 
ary of Death Valley National 
Monument and the City of Barstow, 
Calif., which is 37 miles to the 
south. It covers more than 1000 
square miles. 
drenched terrain affords an excel- 
lent surface and climatic condi- 
tions for year-round armor desert 
training. 

Approaching ‘Fort Irwin via the 
Barstow Freeway from San Ber- 
nardino, one is not greeted by im- 
pressive buildings and grounds 
found on some other prominent 
installations; however, the real 
significance lies in the vast range 
areas which provide armor units 
with the finest training conditions 
in the world. 

” 

ONE OF ARMOR’S more color- 
ful commanders, Maj. Gen. George 
S. Patton Jr., once wrote, “Desert 
operations involve no change in 
the fundamental principles of 
tactics ... They do involve certain 
new techniques.” The mission of 
the Army Armor and Desert Train- 
ing Center is to develop and in- 
struct the successful implementa- 
tion of these “new techniques.” 
Each year active Army, Reserve 
and National Guard personnel un- 
dergo training at the Desert Train- 
ing Center which enables them to 
master the many unique  com- 
plexities and also to become 
familiar with the latest changes 
in desert tactics. 

The characteristics of armor 
shock action, fire power and mo- 
bility cannot be emphasized better 
than when using this post’s many 
natural training resources. So ex- 
tensive is the maneuver area that 
a tank unit can conduct a tactical 
live firing problem over a 100 mile 
course without traversing the same 
terrain twice nor leaving the 
reservation. At Fort Irwin a tank 
battalion can attack deployed on 
line; in a matter of minutes a unit 
can travel from the wide open 
spaces into terrain so restricted 
that vehicles are forced to proceed 
in columns. The comment often 
heard from experienced officers is 
that Irwin is the finest place in 
the world for the training of 
armor commanders. The desert’s 
multi-colored vastness and similar- 
ity of terrain features pose prob- 
lems to the newly arrived soldier. 
However, training provided by 
the Center quickly enables the 
soldier to adequately cope with

FORT IRWIN provides ranges 
for all phases of training. Adjacent 
to the headquarters area are the 
sub-caliber and small arms known 
distance ranges. As one moves out 
from the post along the East 
Range Road, the tank table-ranges 
are located in a series which en- 
ables Armor units to mové down 
the line qualifying their units with 
minimum movement of personnel. 

Also located in this range com- 
plex are facilities for artillery fir- 
ing. Adjacent to and spreading out 
from these ranges are found the 
tactical crew proficiency courses 
and a multitude of other live fire 
training tracts.

PRESUMPTIVE PERIOD

OBITUARY 


Walter Bedell Smith 


WASHINGTON — Funeral serv- 
jiees for Gen. (Ret.) Walter Be- 
dell Smith, 65, were held 14 Au- 
gust in the Fort Myer chapel, with 
interment at Arlington National 
Cemetery. He died 9 August en- 
route to Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital after a heart attack. 

Chief of staff under Gen. Eisen- 
hower in Europe during World 
War II, he was later Ambassador 
to the Soviet Union, 1946-49; di- 
rector of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, 1950-53; and Under Secre- 
tary of State, 1953-56. 


When 15 years old, Gen. Smith 
entered the Indiana National 
Guard and was his company’s first 
sergeant in 1917. After attending 
OCS, he went overseas as a second 
lieutenant in the 4th Inf. Div., 
fought in the third Battle of the 
Marne and at Chateau-Thierry, and 
was wounded by shrapnel. He ob- 
tained an RA appointment in 1920 
and remained in service until his 
retirement in 1953. 


In 1931, while an instructor at 
Fort Benning, he attracted the at- 
tention of the commandant, Lt. 
Col. George C. Marshall, who 
“drafted” him for assignment to 
the school secretariat. Eight years 
later Maj. Smith was assigned as 
assistant secretary of the General 
Staff, with Gen. Marshall serving 
as Chief of Staff. When the Com- 
bined Chiefs of Staff were created 
in 1942, Smith became secretary. 

Two months before the Allies 
invaded North Africa, Maj. Gen. 
Smith became chief of staff to Gen. 
Eisenhower. On 7 May 1945, Lt. 
Gen. Smith accepted the surren- 
der of the German Army Chief of 
Staff at Rheims. 

In 1949, after being Ambassador 
to Russia, Gen. Smith returned to 
Army duty as lst Army command- 
er, but a year later was named the 
CIA director. He was awarded the 
fourth star of a full general in 
1951. After his resignation as 
Under Secretary of State in 1954, 
he continued in publie service, as 
an adviser during the Geneva dis- 
armament talks, and as a member 
of the National Security Training 
Commission. 

General Smith is survived by his 
~ widow, the former Miss Eleanor 
Cline. 


Earl B. Wadsworth 


WASHINGTON — Col. (Ret.) 
Earl B. Wadsworth, 65, a pioneer 
in the development of airmail serv- 
ice, died 2 August after a heart 
attack at the home of his daughter 
in Alexandria, Va., whom he was 
visiting. 

Col. Wadsworth began his post 
office career in 1916 and two years 
dater joined the Army Air Corps. 
After the war, he worked in the 
fransportation department of the 
Post Office. In 1925 he was named 
superintendent of the newly-inau- 
gurated Contract Air Mail service, 
through which contracts for carry- 
ing airmail were awarded to civil- 
fans. Previously airplanes and 
pilots had been supplied directly 
by the Fost Office Department. 

Surviving are his widow, Mrs. 
Irene Wadsworth, Clearwater, Fla.; 
and three daughters.

New Guide to Standardize 
Unit Personnel Sections 


WASHINGTON—Operation and 
organization of unit personnel sec 
tions will be standard and will 
follow the rules laid out in ‘the 
Army’s new Unit Personnel Offi- 
cer’s Guide. 


Effect of this order is that for 
the first time in- 16 years it will 
be possible for a personnel spe- 
cialist to transfer from one UPS 
(unit personnel section) to another 
without having to learn a new 
SOP, while it will likewise be 
possible for individual soldiers to 
go into a UPS in any part of 
the world and find that it is set 
up and working like the one that 
served him during his previous 
assignment. 


The organization and operation 
of a UPS is set forth in Depart- 
ment of the Army pamphlet 600-8 
This document is based on the 
operational experience at Fort 
Benning of a special test UPS. 
Every part of its organization and 
every SOP in the pamphlet has 
been tested. 





However, the SOPs are essen- 
ially advisory in detail. But the 
werall concept for organization 
ind operation is made mandatory 
vy a change to the basic regula- 
ion on UPSs, Changes 1 to AR 
300-8, which is dated 12 July. 
(The pamphlet is dated 7 June 
hough it only became available 
last week.) 

Goal of the new document is 
‘o provide better and more effi- 
sient service in the UPS, including 
2articularly the reduction of pay 
2rrors in preparing vouchers wit} 
untrained or only slightly trainec 
xersonnel, better service on leave 
and certain other matters. 

The pamphlet will be used as 
in instruction book for personne! 
specialists and for personnel offi 
cers. 

Last time an Army document set 
forth an SOP for UPSs and a 
standard operational organization 
was during War II, when there 
was a technical manual. This 
nanual was rescinded in 1946 and 
has never been replaced until now 





Coast Guard Academy Exam 
Dates Set; Open to All EM 


WASHINGTON — The Coast 
Guard has passed the word that its 
next world-wide examination for 
Academy cadetships will be 19 and 
20 February of next year. 

Enlisted men of all military 
services are eligible to compete, 
but not very: many have done so 
in recent years. In last February’s 
exams, 17 out of 1081 who quali- 
fied were enlisted men represent- 
ing all services. All but two Coast 
Guard men and one Navy man 
either dropped out or were elim- 
inated in later stages of selection. 

Cadets whu finish the four-year 
Academy course graduate as en- 
signs, equivalent to second lieuten- 
ant in the land forces. 

Seleetions are based on compe- 
titive examinations, including an 
interview factor. No Congressional 
appointments or geographical quo- 
tas are involved. 

To be eligible, a man must be 
between 17 and 22 years old next 
‘1 July. He must have had a full 
high school education, although 
for servicemen part of the require- 
ment may be filled by other 
courses. 

The high school credits must in- 





clude three units of English, two 
of algebra and one of plane 
geometry. 

The New London, Conn., schoo! 
features an academie and military 
life similar to that of other service 
academies. It is one of the few 
seafaring schools that give training 
under sail. Cadets in their four 
years spend part of two summers 
aboard the big sailing ship Eagle.

CAMP PERRY, Ohio—Fresh from its victories in the 
Interservice rifle championships at Quantico, Va., the Army 
is seeking to repeat its clean sweep of the individual and 
team rifle championships at the national high power matches 


which opened here 17 August. 


In 1960 the Army garnered the 
national individual service rifle 
title, all of the team events and 
both National Trophy matches. 

It was one of the few times in 
the history of the national rifle 
matches that any service domin- 
ated the “big shoot” so thorough- 
ly. The parade to the awards table 
was sweet music to the ears of 
many old timers in the Army who 
had watched the Army marksman- 
ship program grow during the past 
nine years. 

In 1952 a common joke at this 
Ohiv National Guard Camp was 
“Why did you bother showing up, 
doughboy?” And often the soldier 
shooter moaned as he watched the 
strong Marine Corps team and top- 
notch civilian competitors trounce 
him and take the lion’s share of the 
laurels. 

But back at Fort Monroe, Va., 
the Marksmanship wheels were be- 
ginning to turn. In less than 10 
years a complete reverse was 
brought about in the Army’s for- 
tunes on the rifle and pistol ranges.
